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SIX QUESTIONS FOR TONY BLACK

V eteran jockey Tony Black, a fixture 
at Parx Racing for years, retired 
from the saddle after his 5,200th 
win at the Pennsylvania track in March. 
Black, 61, answered a few questions 
about his career during a conversation 
with Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred's 
Linda Dougherty. 

MAT: If you didn’t become a 
jockey, what do you think you might 
have done? 

I really wanted to be the 
onboard radio operator of a ship. I had 
a big interest in radio electronics when 
I was younger, and I got my ham radio 
license. I still know Morse Code. My 
father loved ships, and he would take 
my brother and I to places like Mystic 
Seaport, and to see Old Ironsides, the 
USS Olympia, and big tankers on the i 
Delaware River. I thought at one time | 
that I would like to join the Navy, but g 
when you’re 4-11 and wear glasses, I 
knew it just wasn’t going to happen. 

So instead of seeing the world onboard 
a ship, I got to visit different racetracks 
around the country. 

MAT: What’s the most unusual 
thing that ever happened to you during a 
race? 

TB: Back in the 1970s, when Parx 
was called Keystone, I was on a horse for 
Dickie Dutrow that was trying to bolt. 



I’m trying to keep him in when he makes 
a left-hand turn and smashes into the rail. 
He hit in such a way that my right foot 
popped out of the stirrup, came across 
the horse’s back and landed right on top 
of the rail, and then I popped right back 
on him and kept riding. When he hit 
the rail, I was bracing myself because I 
thought I was going to hit the ground. 
Instead, we ended up finishing second. 


MAT: Have you ever been bit by 
one of the geese at Parx, or trampled 
one during a race? 

B: Definitely, there were many 
times when I’ve hit them. I’m surprised 
that more jockeys haven’t been hurt- 
they are big, heavy birds that weigh about 
20 pounds. I saw a bird fly up and hit a 
jockey once, and almost knock him out 
of the saddle. Those birds look better on 
a dinner table than they do under your 
horse. 


MAT: What was your most 
embarrassing moment as a jockey? 

TB: Well, one time I came out of 
the jocks’ room and one of the snaps on 
my pants broke. So I put tape on it and 
figured it would hold. After the race, I 
stood up in the saddle while galloping out 
and my pants fell down. I had one hand 
on the reins, and one hand on my pants. 
Luckily the colors were long enough to 
hide my underwear. 


MAT: What’s your favorite food? 
Actor? Actress? TV show? 


TB: My favorite food would be my 
Mom’s Greek lasagna-actually I love 
all of her cooking. My favorite actor 
is Robert DeNiro-you gotta like him, 
he’s a cool dude. My favorite actress is 
Demi Moore-she’s a beauty, and aging 
gracefully. And my favorite TV show is 
The Big Bang Theory .

And action! The scenes were set at Summer Wind Farm in 
Libertytown, Md., March 21 and 22 for an episode of a new 
series on seduction and murder, titled Southern Fried Homicide, 
to premiere June 5 at 10 pm. on the Investigation Discovery 
(ID) channel. ID’s programming is composed of “. . . crimes, 
murder and forensic investigations. . . die insight into true stories 
that piece together puzzles of human nature,” and will include a 
case from the 1970s of a gold-digging horsewoman, a son of a 
farm owner. . . and murder.

The 5-year-old son 
of Artie Schiller, who came to Summer Wind to let down before 
being rehomed, was a cinematic ham as he stood in the barn aisle 
for nearly an hour while the scene was being filmed. 

Stephen Got Lucky performed outdoor duty. The 11 -year- 
old son of Stephen Got Even is among the horses available for 
adoption through the non-profit Foxie G Foundation rescue, 
which Laurie Calhoun operates at Summer Wind. 

It was the rescue, in part, which made the television shoot 
appealing. The production company paid a small stipend for 
using the farm, which went directly to the foundation. But Jerry 
also noted having a production crew in was, “something you 
don’t have at the farm everyday.” 

“It was more work than I expected, but it was fun and it 
was different. I got to see something I’d never seen before,” 
said Laurie, who noted the schedule was more grueling than 
anticipated. “They said 10-hour days; it was more like 12. 

“And they did murder people in our basement,” she 
added with a nervous laugh, “and I was already afraid of the 
basement.”

A colt whose female line traced back 
five generations at Spring Hill Farm 
in Casanova, Va., equaled the Ocala 
Breeders 7 Sales Company's record price for 
a 2-year-old when sold for $1.8 million to 
Barbara Banke's Stones tree t Stables March 
13. The gray/roan son of Smart Strike was 
also the most expensive juvenile sold in the 
nation through March. 

Consigned by Raul Reyes 7 King's 
Equine, the colt posted a co-fastest :09.80 
eighth-mile at the under-tack show five 
days earlier. The only foal of racing age 
for graded stakes winner Mini Sermon, 
a daughter of Pulpit, he descends back 
to Flight Dancer (his fifth dam), a 
foundation mare for Spring Hill owner 
Edward P. Evans, who died in 2011. 

The colt's fourth dam is Irish champion 
2-year-old filly Minstrella. 

Sold as a weanling at the Evans 
dispersal at the 2011 Keeneland 
November sale for $100,000, the colt was 
purchased by King's Equine for $115,000 
at last year's Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
October yearling sale.

Three Virginia-breds shine 
at Fasig-Tipton 2-year-old sale 

Three Virginia-bred juveniles sold at 
the Fasig-Tipton Florida Sale March 25 
at the Palm Meadows Training Center in 
Boynton Beach. Two were bred by Dr. 
E.C. “Pug" and Susie Hart's Hart Farm 
in Millwood, including the top price from 
the region and third highest-priced filly of 
the sale. 


The Malibu Moon filly out of stakes 
winner Miz United States was purchased 
by Stonestreet Stables for $625,000 out of 
Nick de Meric's consignment. 

The Harts have about 10 foals a year. 
Two from the 2011 crop were really nice 
all along, noted Susie Hart. 

“They were both very athletic babies," 
said Hart. “The filly is maybe the prettiest 
filly we've ever raised. And we've had 
some very nice horses at the farm over 
the years, including Maria's Mon and 
Victory Gallop, and this filly is about as 
nice a horse as I think we've ever been 
around.” 

The Harts sold her as a yearling at the 
Keeneland September sale for $160,000. 
“She wasn't a big filly—she's out of a 
Valid Appeal mare-and a few people at 
die yearling sale may have gotten off of 
her for that reason, but Nick de Meric 
loved her. He's from Florida and he 
knows all about Valid Appeal, and he was 
crazy about her. And we were excited that 
Nick got her." 

The filly shared the fastest eighth-mile 
breeze of the under tack show March 22 
(:10 flat). “Nick said she jumped through 
all the hoops, and it's not very often that 
that happens," added Hart. “We were 
thrilled for the filly and for Nick." 

The Harts co-bred the colt by 
Exchange Rate out of Bubbly Baily with 
Lyn Burleson. Out of a half-sister to 
graded stakes-winning sprinter Disco Rico 
and to the dam of 3-year-old star Vyjack, 
the colt was a $48,000 weanling for the 
breeders when they sold him at the 2011 
Keeneland November sale. Sold a second 
time, for $125,000 at the October Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky sale as a yearling, he 
appreciated again when bringing $375,000 
from Green Hills Farm. 

For the couple, who will sell about a 
half-dozen yearlings this year, the success 
of these youngsters has residual value, 
said Hart. “They enhance die values of 
our mares."

Retired steeplechase stakes winner Hudson Bay, now 23, relaxes 
with Arch and Taylor Kingsley at home in South Carolina. 


I t was a unique concept: wedding guest 
as wedding gift. But when Arch Kingsley 
and Wendy Fletcher married in the pad- 
dock at Springdale Race Course in Camden, 
S.C., in 2000, Hudson Bay was both. 

Spend maybe five minutes talking with 
Kingsley about the 23-year-old gelding, 
and you 11 wonder why Hudson Bay wasn’t 
Best Man. The deep bond between the two 
endures, 17 years after he first rode the 
horse over hurdles in an optional claimer 
at Strawberry Hill in 1996. Today at the 
Kingsleys’ Long Leaf Farm in Camden, 
Hudson Bay is business partner, babysitter 
to young trainees and trusted caretaker of 
the Kingsleys’ 7-year-old daughter Taylor. 

Hudson Bay was actually circling in the 
Kingsleys’ orbit well before they knew who 
he was. In the early 1990s, Wendy galloped 
horses for Mickey Preger Jr. She received a 
phone call from trainer Jack Fisher-whom 
she didn’t know at die time-asking if 
she’d be willing to go try a horse for him 
and provide an assessment. 


“Jack wanted someone to go over and 
try this horse that Toby Edwards was 
training; he wanted an unbiased opinion 
of the horse. And Hudson was the horse,” 
Wendy said. “He was probably 4 at the 
time. I rode him and loved him. Jack did 
not end up buying him; Bill Lickle did, and 
then Arch ended up riding for the Lickles.” 

Bill and Renee Lickle obtained Hudson 
Bay from owner Dale Thiel and trainer/ 
rider Edwards. By top steeplechase sire 
Northern Baby from the Holy War mare 
Metrica, the dark bay was bred in Kentucky 
by Hi-Rock Stables. He had a nondescript 
career on the flat for two seasons, winning 
only a maiden special at Churchill Downs 
in his second start. He was immediately 
more successful over hurdles, claiming his 
first score for Thiel and Edwards at the 
Hard Scuffle meet in Kentucky in 1995. 
Lickle acquired him off that win and sent 
him to the barn of Ricky Hendriks. 

Hudson Bay was piloted primarily by 
Chip Miller and Simon Hobson during 


the first year with Hendriks, but Kingsley 
clicked with him. “He was probably the 
first good hurdle horse that I rode,” Arch 
said. “He was my first winner at Saratoga. 
He and I had some really high moments 
together.” 

Arch’s friend Will Phipps, former 
assistant to Hall of Fame trainer Bill Mott, 
thinks that’s a conservative statement. 
Phipps and Kingsley met as teenagers at 
The Blue Ridge School in St. George, Va., 
lost touch afterward but crossed paths 
again several years later when both were 
working in Saratoga. “Hudson has been a 
horse of dreams. He helped Arch achieve 
champion status as a jockey.” 

Arch took it from there. “It started 
when I was a bug boy over hurdles and 
(Hudson) pretty much carried me halfway 
through my career. He was not the best 
horse I rode but certainly the most honest 
and most valiant on the racecourse. Such 
a warrior. He tried so hard; he would put 
himself at the Grade 1 level just by pure 
heart, not necessarily ability. He was a very 
efficient jumper, but at the stakes level 
there were always one or two that were 
going to be better.” 

One career highlight came in the 
Carolina Cup-NSAl at Camden in April 
1997. On that day, the only competitor 
better than Hudson Bay was the legendary 
Lonesome Glory. “That was one of my 
favorite races that I ever rode. Lonesome 
Glory won it and we were second. But right 
up until the last 50 yards, we were duking it 
out with Lonesome. That was just a classic 
example of the kind of horse Hudson was, 
just through his try and through his jump. 
He was making Lonesome Glory bring his 
A Game’ to beat him.” 

Hudson Bay earned a reputation not 
only for his grit and guts on the track, 
but also for a post-race condition which 
caused his connections a great deal of 
anxiety. He struggled with heat stroke after 
some races, but always managed to bounce 
back to health. 

<c You expected him to maybe sour to 
it because he knew that was coming, or 
start protecting himself. But he never did,” 
Arch said. “I mean, he defied his ability 
level, and it seemed like he cheated death 
every time he went into heat stroke. It was 
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very scary and dramatic. You’d think oh this is it; it’s over. But 
he’d come back every time, very forward and positive and 
willing to go on again.” 

Hudson Bay made his last start at Saratoga in 2000 at 10. 
Rather than have him drop down in class, the Lickles decided 
to retire him with a record of 55-7-18-6 and earnings of 
$259,243. Presenting him as a wedding gift was a complete 
surprise to the bride and groom. He’s been with them 
every step of the way as they’ve literally carved their family 
homestead out of the picturesque Carolina pines. 

As Phipps explained, “They built him a small paddock 
and he was the first horse there. There was nothing on the 
property but the house and trees. Over the past 13 years, 
every time I stopped through on the way back from Florida 
to New York, I would see these little changes coming along. 
Hudson’s paddock turned into the beautiful barn you see 
now.” 

Even in retirement, Hudson Bay never lets down Kinglsey. 
“Everything we’ve ever done with him since then—it’s like 
‘OK, what am I? Am I a track pony? OK, I’m the best damn 
track pony you’ve ever seen!’ And he’ll be an absolute champ 
at that.” 

And it’s firmly believed that, if asked, Hudson Bay would 
strap on his armor again. “If I gave him the talk and said 
‘You’re going back into training and we’re going back to 
Saratoga,’ he’d be like ‘I’m in, man, let’s do it.’ At 23, there 
wouldn’t be an ounce of him that would say ‘I can’t.’ ” 

When Phipps left Mott’s employ a few years ago to begin 
training on his own, the Kingsleys sent Hudson Bay to Sara¬ 
toga to serve as stable pony. Phipps had a seasoned pro as his 
workmate, and Hudson Bay was again in the surroundings he 
had so dearly loved. It was win/win all the way around. 

With 10,000 protected acres of hunt country backing their 
property, the Kingsleys are able to hack fledgling prospects 
out as needed. Hudson Bay usually accompanies, whether to 
quiet down an insecure youngster or give a lead over a jump. 

Arch willingly risks sounding cheesy when talking about 
his old friend. “He gives you the impression that he’ll live 
forever. I’ve got man-love for him for sure,” he laughed. 
“Hudson’s even made growing old look good. He’s embraced 
this stage of his life like’s he done every other thing, with 
complete style and class.” 

For his part, Hudson Bay exudes an almost-palpable sense 
of gratitude. His love for Arch, Wendy and Taylor is obvious. 
This horse could not be more a member of the family if he 
pulled up a chair to the dinner table. 

Phipps wrapped it up perfectly. “He’s brought so many 
people a lot of joy and is so important to that family. I knew I 
was loved and respected when Arch sent Hudson to Saratoga 
for me to use. It was a really special gesture.” ^

Opportunity 
knocks during 
Preakness time 


P reakness time. Hey Marylanders, 
you going to the races? I hope so. 
Get dressed up, bring some friends, 
enjoy the concerts, soak up the sun 
(hopefully), follow the racing. You’ll be 
better for it, and so will your sport. 

May brings the nation’s racing spotlight 
to the state, along with all die trappings 
and attention. We get backstretch tours, 
courtesy cars, Bob Baffert, Wayne Lukas, 
Stall 40, black-and-yellow everything, Jay 
Williamson’s poster collection, crab cakes, 
souvenir glasses and the “Black-Eyed 
Soo-zan” chants. 

If you’re in the game in the state, you 
stand up a little straighter and walk with 
a little more purpose (thanks Sagamore) 
come May. It’s Maryland’s time, and here’s 
how to make the most of it: 

■ Get out early. Mornings at Pimlico 
are full of life. Horses, television trucks, 
tent companies, owners, trainers, writers, 
photographers make the old place buzz. 
You should be able to handle a trip to the 
track before school or work, and even 
if you can’t, “Preakness” is a valid tardy 
excuse at most Maryland schools (trust 
me). 

■ Read. Get out your newspaper, your 
magazine, your iPad and pull up all die 
atmosphere, the color, the history. 

The Baltimore Sun provides great daily 
coverage in print and diere’s plenty more 
from any number of sources online. The 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred website and 
social media spots will be jumping for 
sure. 

■ Go racing. Duh. Saturday is a must, 
but if you can swing it, head to Pimlico 
on Thursday and/or Friday too. The 


cards are great, the horses arrive from 
everywhere and—again—the buzz can 
be felt just by showing up. And it’s a lot 
easier to walk around. 

■ Spend freely. I can’t tell you what to 
do with your money, but the Preakness is 
Maryland racing’s economic shot in the 
arm. You need to go, eat, drink, bet, buy. 
It matters. Walk out with some shirts and 
hats, treat some friends to lunch and pass 
it on. 

■ Reach out. Racing needs all the 
marketing help it can get, so tell your 
friends and neighbors about the week, 
die industry, the past, die potential for 
greatness. Take them to die races. Better 
yet, almost, take them for a morning 
backs tretch tour. Let them see the care 
that goes into the horses and the event. 

Finally, and this is really important, 
if while doing all those things, you 
cross paths with a politician, a racing 
commissioner, a Maryland Jockey Club 
staff member, a Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association officer, thank 
them. In the last year, diey all went to 
bat for Maryland racing and reached 
the industry’s version of the Great 
Compromise-a 10-year agreement that 
set the stage for a healthy Thoroughbred 
industry in the state. It’s, as MJC’s Tom 
Chuckas put it, “probably the most 
significant action the track and horsemen 
have taken in a number of years.” And 
that’s downplaying it. 

The 10-year agreement and its result- 
a peaceful, orderly, cohesive plan for the 
future of Maryland racing-might be 
die most important thing to happen to 
Maryland racing since the Preakness.

IN THE 

Old Line Stale 

Ten-year agreement creates smoother path, 
more stable environment for Maryland racing

T om Chuckas and Bruce Quade work in Maryland rac¬ 
ing. Hold down important positions. Plan for the future. 
Sweat the details. Maintain wildly busy schedules. The 
first oversees the state’s two major racetracks. The second heads 
the state regulatory body. 

In late March, separately, they said the same thing—in differ¬ 
ent words—about the future of the industry. 


“With the positive relationships that 
are going on, the ball is truly in (racing’s) 
court,” said Chuckas, president and chief 
operating officer of the Maryland Jockey 
Club which owns Laurel Park and Pimlico 
Race Course. “There’s a plan in place that 
will allow all of us to prosper, as long 
as we collectively do the right thing. It’s 
pretty simple; I don’t want to say it’s easy. 
What we do might be difficult, but it can 
be done.” 

Chairman of the Maryland Racing 
Commission, Quade put it just as succinct¬ 
ly: “I really do think the whole industry is 
headed in the right direction. The governor 
and General Assembly gave us the tools 
to make this work. They’ve given us the 
means; the resources are there to make this

work and you can tell people really want to 
make it work.” 

And with those two comments, diey 
spoke for an industry that, after a frequent¬ 
ly contentious and frustrating decline that’s 
lasted the better part of two decades, is on 
the leading edge of a major rebound. For 
a change, there is good news in Maryland 
and an ability to look ahead-to better 
racing opportunities, richer incentives for 
owners and breeders, consolidated year- 
round training facilities and-yes-even 
new construction at the racetracks. 

It’s difficult to believe, given the rocky 
path traveled by the state’s breeders, own¬ 
ers, trainers and track operators. The 
industry fought hard for assistance from 
state government, and watched as vari¬ 


ous gaming bills faltered in Annapolis. In 
the meantime, neighboring states West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania joined Delaware 
(the first in the region) by adding casino 
facilities at racetracks and targeting a por¬ 
tion of the revenue for purses and breed¬ 
ing incentives. 

From 1991 to 2011, mares bred in 
Maryland dropped from 2,782 to 541, a 
decrease of 80.6 percent. The Maryland 
foal crop slid correspondingly, from 1,709 
in 1991 to 390 in 2011. Most importantly, 
Maryland’s contribution to the total North 
American foal crop dropped from 4.2 
percent in 1991 to 1.5 percent in 2011. 
During the same time period, the stallion 
roster dropped from 198 to 31, a decrease 
of 84.3 percent. 

Some of that was coming, as 
Thoroughbred racing contracted nation¬ 
ally, but much of it can be credited to 
competition as nearby states ratcheted up 
their Thoroughbred momentum with slots 
money. 

Maryland, the state in the region with 
the deepest racing past, was no longer a 
leader. Purses and handle figures declined, 
racetracks took on partners and teetered 
on bankruptcy, breeders felt die pinch, 
horsemen hunkered down to preserve live 
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racing. And everyone suffered in an atmo¬ 
sphere of uncertainty which seemed to 
peak every December when the MJC and 
the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association negotiated the coming year’s 
racing contract at the deadline. 

That’s all changing as the industry con¬ 
tinues to get off the canvas and punch its 
way back into the game regionally maybe 
even nationally. 

First came racing-friendly gaming legis¬ 
lation. Slot machines started contributing 
to the purse account in 2010, and average 
daily purses now reach $250,000 (up from 
$160,000 in two years). Higher purses have 
meant a more attractive product and great¬ 
er pari-mutuel handle, in addition to bigger 
paydays for owners, breeders and trainers. 
Like turning around a ship, it didn’t happen 
quickly and caused plenty of waves, but the 
improved business at least meant a new 
compass heading. 

In the face of progress, the missing 
ingredient was long-term peace and plan¬ 
ning for the racetrack product. If every 
December brought a new round of nego¬ 
tiations between horsemen and track own¬ 
ership, how could any player in the game 
confidently proceed? To breeders, the 
uncertainty was especially burdensome, 
given the three years (at best) it takes for 
a Thoroughbred to get from conception 
to the racetrack. If you don’t know what 
kind of opportunity you will have from 
one year to the next, why would you cre¬ 
ate a Maryland-bred? Further down the 
line, why would you buy one? Or race 
one? Owners, trainers and the tracks faced 
similar “What ifs?” every time the issue 
was raised. 

In December, the question turned to 
“Why not?” as a historic 10-year agreement 
on racing dates and capital improvements 
was signed late in 2012 between the MJC, 
MTHA and Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. Brokered by the racing com¬ 
mission, the agreement provides the bed¬ 
rock on which something can be built. 

“The commission had a whole list of 
things that needed to be addressed as far 
as racing goes-medication, breeding, a 
shortage of horses, bringing people to the 
track, all the old cliches,” said Quade. “It 
sounds like apple pie and motherhood, but 
before any of those could be addressed 
with any sort of believability, you needed 
the 10-year deal. It’s the basis, the founda¬ 
tion, the linchpin to make it all happen.” 

Northview Stallion Station, the state’s 
leading stud farm, opened a Pennsylvania 
division during Maryland’s downturn but 
recently added Redeemed to the Maryland 
roster. The multiple graded stakes winner

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may have joined the farm anyway, but the 
10-year deal surely makes his future rosier. 

“There is no question that this 10-year 
agreement gives all breeders a brighter out¬ 
look,” said Northview president Richard 
Golden. “Without this agreement, any 
breeder planning to breed a mare in 2013 
and hoping for a foal that would not race 
until at least 2016 had to be a clairvoyant to 
know what they were facing in the future.” 

Ten Years and a Cloud of Dust 

The nuts and bolts of the agreement 
are many, but include: 

• 100 days of live racing at Laurel and 
Pimlico each year, run by the MJC, starting 
in 2014 (this year it's 146, as it's been for 
several years); 

• Additional days (40 is die working 
number) purchased by the MTHA via the 
purse account; 

• 1,900 stalls at Laurel Park and Pimlico 
Race Course, at no cost to horsemen, for 
year-round training; at Laurel, 300 new 
stalls will be built; at Pimlico, 300 existing 
stalls will be replaced with 300 new stalls; 

• The closing of Bowie Training Center; 

• Revenue-sharing from the purse account 
between horsemen and the tracks to help 
offset operational expenses. 

There's plenty more to it, and the agree¬ 
ment will be severely tested by any delays 
along the way, but there's real movement in 
a variety of areas. 

MJC can invest and run its business 
with confidence, saving money with the 
closure and sale of Bowie. As Chuckas put 
it, there's a reasonable chance to make a 
profit now. Funded by gaming revenue, the 
Racetrack Facility Renewal Account pro¬ 
vides matching funds for capital improve¬ 
ments such as the stalls and other far- 
reaching projects. There are grand plans 
for Laurel and discussions for upgrading 
Pimlico without losing its history. 

Chuckas, part of diose 11 di-hour nego¬ 
tiations with horsemen on a racing con¬ 
tract, likes the freedom he now has to plan 
and to work toward growing MJC's busi¬ 
ness. Along witii people direcdy involved 
with horses, his staff has weathered storms. 

“To say it's been tumultuous is probably 
an understatement,” he said of life before 
the agreement. “We lived through a lot and 
there was a tremendous amount of uncer¬ 
tainty for our organization and also for 
die people employed here. The agreement 
gives them a future, allows them to refocus 
on what we can do over the next 10 years.” 

Likewise, horsemen can do dieir jobs. 
They know the purse commitments. They 
have the ability to truly control some racing 
dates, and are considering options. They 


give up Bowie, which will force some to 
relocate, but they gain space and stability at 
Laurel and Pimlico. The latter hasn't been 
open for year-round training since 2001. 

“Our guys know they'll be racing next 
year, outfits can plan to come here in the 
winter, we can plan for the future, there 
is some stability,” said David Richardson, 
executive secretary of the MTHA. “The 
biggest thing is holding the deal together. 
Hopefully our business increases or at least 
holds its own and these barns get built. 
That was the biggest component for our 
guys. The barns need to be built at Laurel.” 

Richardson sees 2014 as a key for the 
horsemen and the agreement. The MTHA 
will be funding the administration of rac¬ 
ing days and will share in the costs of barn 
construction-via the purse account in 
both cases. 

“Next year is going to be tough for us, 
because we are going to be incurring a lot 
of these expenses for running these days. 
Hopefully our business holds together and 
we have the money to keep the purses 
high,” Richardson said. “So far, so good. 
Things are positive. We need to work out a 
couple of little issues, we need the barns to 
be built so everybody has a home. We need 
to get the Bowie people to Laurel and the 
Pimlico people back to Pimlico. As of right 
now, nothing has been done but Tom has 
assured us they are getting all their permits 
and doing all their work.” 

Chuckas expects the Laurel work to 
happen over this year and next. The agree¬ 
ment mandates that 150 stalls be built by 
the end of 2013 and permits be in place 
for other work. In addition, Bowie requires 
legislative approval to close. When the for¬ 
mer racetrack (14 miles from Laurel) does 
close, the MJC expects to sell die property 
and invest the money in improvements at 
Laurel and Pimlico. 

As the arbiter of the pact, die commis¬ 
sion plans to stay involved. Quade called 
keeping the agreement in place Job One 
for all parts of the industry. Chiefly, he 
sees it as a key because in lobbying the state 
legislature to be included in the gaming 
equation, die racing industry drove home 
its history and its impact (on land use, the 
economy, jobs and more). To Quade, who 
joined the commission in 2011, failing to 
collectively solidify die future would be a 
mistake. 

The commission doesn't have a horse 
in the race, but will work to ensure the 
starting gate stays in place, he said. Since 
die agreement was signed, he and other 
commissioners have created a task force 
to address the breeding industry, met with 
executives of the Stronach Group (MJC's 
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parent company), agreed to uniform medi¬ 
cation rules, signed off on altered claiming 
rules and generally been active facilitators 
of progress. Quade sees those goals as 
important tasks for the commission, but 
sees them as near-impossibilities if the 
agreement fades. 

“There seems to be real commitment 
to keeping it on track,” Quade said. “I 
think the commission needs to play a very 
proactive role in a lot of things. We’re very 
aware that it’s a deal between the parties; 
it’s not a commission deal. The commis¬ 
sion just mediated it, but we believe it’s 
in everybody’s best interests that we stay 
involved and all parties have indicated that 
they think it’s a good idea.” 

What’s It All Going 
to Look Like? " 

Someday, everything will be different. 
Laurel Park’s grandstand will be new and 
modern and relocated. Good old Pimlico 
will be upgraded to a facility fitting of the 
Triple Crown without losing the historic 
touches. Horses and backstretch employ¬ 
ees will live and work and train in com¬ 
fort at both tracks. Bowie will be a faded 
memory. 

But when? Safely, conservatively, it’s 
going to be awhile, though the gears are 
turning. 

First, stalls must be built at Laurel. The 
area across Brock Bridge Road from the 
current stable area is targeted for addi¬ 
tional barns, with a tunnel for access to 
the track-which is part of bigger, grand 
plan for Laurel. Next, will come new barns 
at Pimlico. All being well, the closing of 
Bowie follows. 

Major renovations to both tracks will 
wait. Pimlico, because of its age and histo¬ 
ry, will require significant study before con¬ 
struction can begin. Plans for Laurel have 
been on the table for years, and Chuckas 
has a directive from Stronach to proceed. 
Seeming both radical and practical, the 
plans call for building a new grandstand on 
the opposite side of the track, meaning the 
backs tretch will become the homestretch, 
and adding shops, restaurants and other 
amenities along the lines of Gulfstream 
Park in Florida. The new Laurel location 
will have better public access and visibility 
from Md. Route 198 and more options for 
creating a destination. But, it’s a massive 
undertaking and can’t happen without the 
stable-area improvements and continued 
economic progress. 

“In a realistic fashion, many of these 
things will take five years,” said Chuckas. 
“This is a process. Anybody that thinks the 
grandstand will be flipped in six months 


is unrealistic. In both locales, there are 
processes to go through in zoning and 
permitting and most importantly working 
with our neighbors.” 

When he talks about the grand visions, 
Chuckas usually gets a question: “Are you 
really going to do it?” He’s got an answer. 

“My marching orders are to move 
ahead with these projects and we want to 
do it right,” he said. “It’s important that we 
do it right. I’m very careful of what I say 
because I don’t want to over-promise and 
not deliver. The truth of the matter is it’s 
going to take some time.” 

Stronach sees a bright business future 
for the Maryland tracks, and the industry as 
a whole. Otherwise, the big plans wouldn’t 
be considered. Higher purses have boosted 
handle and interest. Though they don’t 
benefit the racing industry directly, table 
games are being added to the state’s exist¬ 
ing casinos, a Baltimore City casino is 
scheduled to open next summer, a Prince 
George’s County casino could be run¬ 
ning by 2016. Theoretically, all point to 
the potential for more revenue from slot 
machines, and a bigger source of funds for 
die racing industry. 

The nation’s Thoroughbred horsemen 
are noticing as Maryland entries include 
new names and bigger fields. Chuckas 
pointed to a higher in-state handle and a 
healthy gain out-of-state during 2012. The 
trend continued during the first part of 
2013 and, as usual, the MJC anticipates a 
big Preakness meet at Pimlico. 

“That tells me the state’s assistance 
in allocating slot money into the purse 
account has some benefit,” Chuckas said 
of the increasing revenue. “There’s still 
a lot to do, but the industry has a lot of 
potential.” 

Chuckas said a 2014 schedule would 
likely consist of a roughly 40-day spring 
meet at Pimlico and a roughly 60-day fall 
meet at Laurel. The horsemen’s dates could 
come in summer and winter, perhaps a 
combination of the two. 

“We are looking forward to buying the 
days next year,” said MTHA board mem¬ 
ber and trainer Linda Gaudet. “We would 
like to have more of a year-long circuit, 
use die days when we have a beautiful turf 
course at Laurel. It’s absurd that we don’t 
get on the turf course until September 19; 
it just sits there all year long. That’s our 
goal, to use the dates better, I don’t think 
anybody has the perfect solution to it yet, 
but we certainly need to use the turf dates 
at Laurel. That’s what we are working on, 
hopefully everybody will go along with 
that, if we are buying the dates next year,

people can now 
look forward and 
see that It's going to 
be stable.”

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then we should be able to run when we feel 
like we should run” 

Ideas include running Fridays, Saturdays 
and Sundays at Laurel during late spring 
and summer to take advantage of the turf 
course and offering longer breaks between 
meets to revive horsemen, horses and fans. 
Call it year-round racing light. 

“What kills us is the momentum starts 
up at Pimlico and then boom, we're gone 
for three and a half months,” Gaudet said. 
“I know people say you can't sustain year- 
round racing, but I think you can if you 
do it in a certain way, three days a week, 
break up your meets, utilize the turf. It's 
not a hard thing to figure out, we've been 
saying it for years, but either the horsemen 
don't want to give up days or the racetrack 
doesn't want to give up days. I'm not saying 
it's a simple solution, but it's a solution that 
needs to be tried.” 

Increased purses have already attracted 
new horsemen and horses to Maryland 
and a solidified schedule will only help. 
Ben Perkins, traditionally a powerhouse in 
New Jersey, shipped 24 horses to Bowie 
in October. In the past, he moved to New 
York or Florida or simply rested his horses 
once Monmouth Park closed. Maryland 
offered a better choice. 

“When you’re racing in Jersey, the sea¬ 
son gets shorter and shorter every season. 
We ran into a situation where you're basi¬ 
cally dead in November and December, 
then I usually had to go to Florida widi 
some and New York with some, and it 
got a little tougher to compete up there,” 
Perkins said. “When die purses improved 
in Maryland, we had more horses that 
would fit there, we decided to give it a try. 
I always enjoyed it there, it's a nice place to 
spend time.” 

With a deep inventory of New Jersey- 
breds and a home close to Monmouth, 
Perkins will go back to the Jersey Shore 
in the summer. He planned to be active 
at Pimlico and return to Maryland after 
Monmouth closed in the fall. Perkins likes 
die new approach. 

“Since Maryland has gotten some extra 
money, I think they're using it wisely, creat¬ 
ing a system where people can plan more 
for the future. It has the infrastructure to 
have good owners and good breeders, 
people can now look forward and see that 
it's going to be stable, I think die breeding 
industry will turn around and pick up,” 
Perkins said. “I'm not knocking Pennsyl¬ 
vania, but they had a real indux and then it 
leveled off and it has gone downhill a litde 
bit as far as their breeding program and I 
don't think they put as much emphasis on 


the program as they hopefully will in 
Maryland.” 

New Climate for Progress 

Just as important as an improved eco¬ 
nomic oudook, upgraded facilities and big 
plans for the future is the intangible climate 
of Maryland racing. Gone are the final- 
minute negotiations on racing, the threat, 
real or otherwise, that the Preakness could 
be in jeopardy, the gripes from politicians 
and citizens about bailing out an industry 
that can't help itself. 

“For the first time in a long time the 
feeling or the vibe is positive,” Chuckas 
said. “The relationship between the track, 
die horsemen and the commission has 
improved. We just have a much better rela¬ 
tionship between all those parties. You 
have a 10-year agreement that provides 
some certainty for the future. With some 
of the uncertainty taken away people can 
really focus on the issues and do what's 
best for the long term.” 

Chuckas stresses balance-between 
overnight purses, stakes purses, horse¬ 
men, fans, track ownership. He likes to 
see horses trained by Kiaran McLaughlin, 
Bob Baffert, Rudy Rodriguez and others 
shipping in to race; enjoys die hometown 
success of Maryland-breds; smiles as his 
staff throws a public birthday party for 
legendary trainer King Leatherbury; loves 
watching the handle numbers rise. Chuckas 
also knows that success can't come with a 
divided industry. 

“Each of die participants plays a key 
role,” he said. “If you take one out, it's not 
as strong. It doesn't work. If the track, the 
horsemen and the breeders do what diey're 
supposed to do, it trickles down to, most 
importandy, our guests. We need them. We 
need our guests to come to the races, bet 
on our races, be part of it.” 

Quade and die commission recognize 
that, too. There's no point in assuring the 
sport for breeders, owners, trainers, tracks, 
if nobody comes to the races. Quade, a 
retired federal employee in the intelligence 
and energy areas, doesn't own, train or 
breed horses, but he does go to the track. 
Under his watch, the commission has 
addressed issues with a task-force model. 
Small groups, led by a commissioner and 
including stakeholders from outside the 
regulatory body, tackle topics of impor¬ 
tance and return widi recommendations. 
Quade plans to muster more forces to 
address other segments of the industry. 

The goal of all of this is to assist Mary¬ 
land racing. For years, die Thoroughbred 
industry went to politicians for help. It 
finally came with the passage of a state- 
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wide gaming referendum in 2008. There 
are no casinos at Thoroughbred racetracks 
in Maryland and there may never be, but 
the success of the racing industry now 
depends on money from video lottery 
terminals. In less than three years of activ¬ 
ity, gaming has directed some $50 million 
toward purses and more than $15 million 
to the Racetrack Facility Renewal Account 
(which supports capital improvements 
via a matching-funds agreement with the 
MJC). 

Quade wants to justify that support 
with a healthy industry—on the tracks, at 
the farms, in the boardrooms. In a year, 
hell be in Annapolis giving a report on the 
health of the industry and expects to paint 
the full economic picture for farmers, own¬ 
ers, trainers, breeders, racetracks, bettors. 

“We need to make sure die revenue 
supports Maryland industry, Maryland 
farms, Maryland jobs,” he said. “It's a chal¬ 
lenge to us to hit those parts of it. Just 
raising purses is a great start, but ids not the 
be-all, end-all. We need to consider how all 
the aspects of racing dovetail together.” 

Maryland Racing vs. 
Racing in Maryland 

Back in December, Quade used that 
comparison to make his point for launch¬ 
ing a breeding-industry task force. He 
wasn’t creating competition, just making a 
point that improving the racetrack product 
is only part of the equation. 

And Maryland breeders have taken a 
beating, due to a general downsizing of 
the industry and competition from sur¬ 
rounding states. People culled mares, sold 
stallions, raised fewer horses, sold farms, 
sent mares to foal in other states. Those 
who stayed remained ever hopeful of the 
next breakthrough around the corner and 
it has finally arrived. 

“People have a renewed sense of opti¬ 
mism here,” said Dr. Tom Bowman, presi¬ 
dent of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and with his wife Chris the 
state’s 2012 Breeder of the Year. “I don’t 
have any concrete evidence, but talking to 
people it’s easy to recognize why they’re 
more optimistic. I’m told that various stal¬ 
lions are seeing an increase in their books 
and that more mares are coming to foal.” 

A practicing veterinarian, Bowman envi¬ 
sions (once all the numbers are in) a slightly 
larger foal crop for 2013. The boost came 
mainly because of slots-enhanced purses, 
but tiie 10-year agreement and other devel¬ 
opments should create even more impact 
with the foal crops of 2014 and beyond. 

Bowman said key reasons for opti¬ 
mism among breeders come from the early 


efforts of tiie breeding task force. Led 
by Bowman, David Hayden and Charles 
Tildon III as co-chairmen, the group made 
recommendations to tiie commission and 
to the MTHA. 

“It’s difficult to reduce what it’s been like 
the last few years to just a few sentences,” 
said Josh Pons of Country Life Farm. 
“Basically it was a parade of horribles, 
from the track operator not putting the 
ante in to get the slots at the racetrack, to 
the speaker of the house who blocked slots 
legislation for the entire [Robert] Ehrlich 
administration, then to have it pass as soon 
as [Martin] O’Malley was elected. There’s 
been an indifference to the industry in 
Maryland and that’s unfortunate.” 

Pons and his family reinvented storied 
Country Life in Bel Air, moving much of 
tiie operation to nearby Merryland Farm 
and adding racing partnerships to a busi¬ 
ness that once focused primarily on stand¬ 
ing top stallions. Buoyed by progress in the 
state, Merryland introduced a new stallion 
to the state in 2012 and 2013. 

“Maybe it’s similar to what it’s like in 
Kentucky. How can you have an industry 
in any state, one that has the econom¬ 
ic impact that it does yet the legislature 
doesn’t see it?” Pons said. “Every farm, 
every activity, they are tax producers, there 
are jobs, revenues. I guess we’ve kind of 
dug in like World War I soldiers in the 
trenches for the last few years. We’re fight¬ 
ing this war pretty much on sentiment 
alone. But now we can kind of stick our 
heads out of the trench a little bit, maybe 
plan a little bit. The 10-year plan gives 
stability to the guy who wants to play the 
game in his home state.” 

Pons is a member of the breeding 
task force, which rolled out an agenda 
prioritizing financial incentives to owners, 
breeders and stallion owners. The task 
force is also hoping to pay breeder bonuses 
through third place, start a restricted racing 
program for Maryland-breds, and afford 
purse enhancements to state-breds who 
win open-company races. 

“We could be looking at as much as 
a 30-percent bonus on the breeder side, 
for first, second and third,” said racing 
commissioner Hayden, who owns Dark 
Hollow Farm with his wife JoAnn. “Right 
now the only way to get an owner/breeder 
bonus is you have to win it. To be paid 
across the board, that’s a huge incentive 
and huge relief.” 

Hayden hopes to have an answer from 
the MTHA this spring and perhaps a pro¬ 
gram in place by Laurel’s fall meet. 

Jim Steele, who runs Shamrock Farm in 
Woodbine, said tiie 10-year agreement is a

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positive for the breeding industry and also 
is hopeful the horsemen get on board with 
plans to expand and improve the bonus 
scheme. 

“A lot of people were thinking they 
were going to pack their bags and leave ,” 
Steele said of the feeling before the agree¬ 
ment was reached. “This might stop that. 
Maybe it gives people a little more time 
because there is some hope. Some people 
thought it would be a whole lot of turn¬ 
around. That hasn’t happened yet, but 
the agreement shows they’re trying to 
improve things for breeders and promote 
Maryland-breds. Now if the MTHA goes 
along it will be another shot in the arm. 
Hopefully we will be coming back to where 
we used to be.” 

Kevin Plank’s Sagamore Farm was the 
leading breeder based on bonuses paid by 
the existing Maryland Fund, which awards 
owners and breeders in a variety of ways 
including Maryland-bred stakes purses and 
supplemental payments based on racetrack 
performance. 

Tom Mullikin, general manager of 
Sagamore and an MHBA board member, 
said he was guardedly optimistic. He hopes 
the agreement sends a message to horse¬ 
men that revenues from gaming should 
not be used as a “Band-Aid ... to solve all 
your problems.” 

“It may not be a popular position, but 
folks need to wake up,” Mullikin said. “It’s 
not 1950. We have all this competition for 
die consumer’s dollar. We need to make it 
enjoyable, from accommodations to food 
to putting a good product out there. Starter 
handicaps, starter allowances and claimers, 
that’s not how you get people excited.” 

Bowman said one way to get people 
excited again, particularly legislators keep¬ 


ing close tabs on the state’s Thoroughbred 
industry, is to borrow a popular mantra of 
small business owners across the country. 

The idea of a “Buy Local” program is 
catching on as small-scale and locally based 
companies compete for consumer dol¬ 
lars against the big-box retailers. Bowman 
said the concept of buying local, staying 
local, and supporting local could be huge 
for Maryland’s breeding program, which 
already boasts a long resume of success 
and a storied history. 

“To me one of the biggest pitfalls is 
that nationally we have a greatly declin¬ 
ing population of potential racehorses in 
die future,” Bowman said. “Because of 
that we’ve got to come up with programs 
that encourage people to race in our state 
as opposed to other states. Purses aren’t 
the whole answer. If they are, we’re done. 
We can never compete with New York. 
Pennsylvania is questionable. 

“So what’s the secret? We need to con¬ 
vince people, through whatever program, 
task force, or the MTHA, that it’s to dieir 
advantage to buy Maryland-breds and race 
diem in the state,” he continued. “We need 
enhancements for Maryland-breds, like the 
effort to get people to buy locally. They 
say, ‘Go to die farmer’s market, avoid big 
chains, support local businesses.’ If we 
can get it where people want to buy local 
horses, grown local, raised local, then we’re 
well on our way. And it’s not like it’s an 
inferior product. Locally grown vegetables 
are just as good if not better than what you 
get in the supermarket. The same thing can 
be said of the horse. Why not go ahead 
and buy them here?” ^

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For more than a century, Mid-Atlantic-bred horses have gone on 
to classic success. Of the 57 wins posted in either the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness or Belmont Stakes since 1876, 13 were won in years ending in 
either a three or an eight. And three could be the magic number-multiple 


wins were recorded in 1913, 1983, 1993, and most spectacularly, 
Secretariat's Triple Crown in 1973, 40years ago this year. 

What follows is a closer look at the classic winners going back 125 
years. 


1993 

SEA HERO- 



Kentucky Derby 

Legendary Virginia 
owner/breeder Paul 
Mellon had international 
superstars, but got his 
first win in the Kentucky 
Derby with Sea Hero's 
improbable score in 1993. Carrying die famed gray and yellow 
Rokeby silks, the Mack Miller trained runner cruised home by 
2Vi lengths at 12-1. 

The win provided Mellon with a unique accomplishment, as 
the only owner to have won the Epsom Derby, Arc de Triomphe 
and Kentucky Derby. 


COLONIAL AFFAIR- 

Belmont Stakes 



Virginia-bred Colonial Affair 
made history with his victory-his 
jockey, Julie Krone, became the 
first woman to win a classic. 

The colt, by Virginia-bred 
Kentucky Derby/Preakness 
winner Pleasant Colony, was 
bred by Hermen Greenberg and 
foaled at his Rudedge Farm near 
Middleburg. Campaigned by 
Centennial Farms, Colonial Affair 
recorded his only stakes win of die year at nearly 14-1 
for trainer Flint “Scotty” Schulhofer.

SECRETARIAT-

Secretariat became 
a legend in the spring 
of 1973. The cover 
boy (he was featured 
on nearly every major 
national publication, 
including Time, 

Newsweek and Sports Illustrated ) was incredibly 
handsome, incredibly fast, and took the 
American public on a ride they would never 
forget. His Derby record of 1:59.40 for the 
\Va miles and Belmont Stakes record of 2:24 
for the Wi miles still stand. And in 2012 he 
was credited with setting a track record when 
winning the Preakness-his official time of 
1:53 is now the stakes record. 

Foaled at The Meadow in Doswell, Va., 
the bright chestnut flew the blue and white 
Meadow Stable silks in patriotic style. His 
Belmont Stakes victory, one of die greatest 
feats in sports history, was absolutely 
mystical-as he drew off by a record 
31 lengths, with track announcer Chick 
Anderson yelling the iconic phrase “moving 
like a tremendous machine!” he went faster 
and faster, breaking the world record and 
coming closest to Pegasus than any horse 
before or since.

Bred in Virginia by his owner, 
Carol Averell Harriman Smith 
Stewart, wife of W Plunkett 
Stewart, Pasteurized came out on 
top in one of the closest finishes in 
Belmont Stakes history, defeating 
Preakness winner Dauber by a neck, 
with Cravat another neck back in 
third. 

The son of Milkman had plenty 
of Belmont history riding widi him. 
He was the second Belmont Stakes 
winner in three years for jockey 
James Stout, who won in 1936 
with Granville. Stout came back to 
guide Johnstown to victory in 1939 
and was inducted into the Racing 
Hall of Fame in 1968. And trainer 
George Odom was one of the few 
to ride and then later train winners 
of the classic. He was aboard Delhi 
for the victory in 1904.

REIGH COUNT —Kentucky Derby 

John D. Hertz loved die fighting spirit of 
Reigh Count, and bought him privately as a 
juvenile from breeder Willis Sharpe Kilmer. 

The next year, carrying die colors of Mrs. Hertz, 
die colt easily won the Kentucky Derby by 3 
lengths, defeating 21 others as the 2-1 favorite. 

He won seven of eight starts that year, and in 
1978 was inducted into die Racing Hall of Fame. 

Reigh Count, foaled at Kilmer’s historic 
Court Manor near New Market, Va., also succeeded at stud, siring 1943 Triple Crown winner 
Count Fleet for the Hertzes. 


1913 

BUSKIN -Preakness Stakes 

A gelded son of Harry Payne Whitney’s classy 
stallion Hamburg, who had stood for nearly a 
decade at Brookdale Farm in Red Bank, N.J., 

Buskin was sold by Whitney to owner/trainer John 
Whalen. The litde bay looked an easy winner of the 
Preakness when Hall of Fame rider James Butwell 
opened up at the top of the stretch, but tiring badly 
in the final yards, he just held off Kleburne to win 
by a neck. 

PRINCE EUGENE -Belmont Stakes 

Prince Eugene was the second H.P. Whitney- 
bred son of Hamburg to be foaled at Brookdale 
Farm and win a classic that year-but this colt 
raced in the Whitney colors. The last of a record 
eight Belmont wins for trainer James Rowe, Prince 
Eugene got the jump on overwhelming choice Rock 
View and held off that rival to win by a half length. 
The time of 2:18 was a track record for the l 3 /s miles.

SLY FOX -Preakness Stakes 

Bred in the name of Bowling Brook Stud, established by Hall of Fame trainer 
Robert Wyndham Walden in 1878, Sly Fox won one of the 16 runnings of the Preakness 
conducted in New York during Pimlico’s shutdown at the turn of the century. 

Racing at Gravesend, Charles Dwyer’s chestnut colt won by 2 lengths and was ridden 
by Hall of Famer Willie Simms, the second African-American to win Preakness.

REFUND -Preakness Stakes 

Legendary trainer R. Wyndham Walden got the final Preakness win 
of his career with homebred Refund, who was ridden by Fred Littlefield, 
Walden’s future son-in-law. Refund was the seventh Preakness winner in 
14 years for Walden, who had won five straight-1878 to 1882-for George 
Lorillard. Walden still holds the record for most Preakness wins. 

Refund, a son of Lorillard’s unbeaten 2-year-old Sensation-was 
foaled at Bowling Brook Farm in Middleburg, Md.

High Stepper 

Talented filly Walkwithapurpose streaks 
toward bigger things for Sagamore Farm

Walkwithapurpose improved to 5-for-5 at Laurel Park with a runaway win in the Caesar’s Wish Stakes. 


W hen Kevin Plank, the founder of 
sportswear giant Under Armour, 
purchased historic Sagamore 
Farm in 2007 and assembled a team that 
includes general manager Tom Mullikin 
and trainer Ignacio Correas, the mission 
was to restore prominence to die racing 
and breeding operation once owned by 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt. 

Three years later, Shared Account, con¬ 
ditioned by Graham Motion, captured the 
Breeders 7 Cup Filly and Mare Turf-Gl. 
She 7 s a broodmare on the farm now, but 
has a challenger in the farm's distaff all- 
star category Homebred 3-year-old filly 
Walkwithapurpose extended her winning 
streak to five, including three stakes at 
Laurel Park, with a victory in the Caesar's 
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Wish Stakes March 2 and is generating big¬ 
ger dreams. 

“When you look at her, it's kind of 
the old saying of a plain brown wrap¬ 
per, but the name definitely fits her," said 
Mullikin, who along with Sagamore blood¬ 
stock agent Bob Feld chose the mating 
that produced the daughter of Candy Ride 
(Arg) and Lightning Lydia. ‘When she 
walks out of the barn, she can get on her 
toes and she seems to have it in her mind 
what she wants to accomplish. Leading 
her as a foal, she'd always want to tug you. 
Sometimes you just have to let her think 
she's in charge." 

She surely was in the $150,000 Caesar's 
Wish, dueling early and then drawing off 
under a hand ride from Jeremy Rose as she 


covered the mile in 1:38.38 and rewarded 
die backers who sent her off as the 2-5 
favorite in a field of six. Another Sagamore 
homebred, Listen Boy, finished 9^2 lengths 
back in second with Sense of Reality third. 

Walkwithapurpose improved to 5-for-5 
at Laurel after finishing third in her career 
debut at Timonium last summer. With a 
combined margin of victory of almost 25 
lengths in those wins, she's living up to her 
name. 

“A lot of the names here go back to 
Under Armour and the culture and the 
traditions here at the farm. Walk with a 
purpose means to carry yourself with a 
purpose and have direction," said Mullikin. 
“I think she has that something special and 
that determination. Certainly as a foal and 
as a yearling, she was always a tough filly 
for sure. She's not one that will get too 
hot on you but she did have a great walk 
and she always seemed to know where she 
wanted to go and how to get diere. Her 
name ties to Under Armour." 

Mullikin said that he was able to book to 
Candy Ride, then standing at Hill 'n' Dale 
Farm in Kentucky for the bargain price of 
$12,500, as he was then a relatively new sire 
(his fee is $40,000 now). With Lightning 
Lydia being by Broad Brush, Sagamore 
had the classics in mind and hoped for a 
two-turn horse. Walkwithapurpose proved 
adept at the stretch-out, and was being 
aimed for Pimlico's Grade 2 Black-Eyed 
Susan Stakes at 1 Vs miles May 17. 

Sagamore would relish the chance at a 
$500,000 race while representing the home 
team. 

“A couple of months ago, Ignacio 
and myself, we thought, with her being a 
Maryland-bred and being based here in 
Maryland, it seemed like the natural pro¬ 
gression through the spring," said Mullikin. 
“The idea is that being based at Pimlico, 
she can walk out of her stall and be familiar 
with the track. In the past, we've taken our 
shots and I think it will be the more con¬ 
servative approach to keep her here. The 
more you see, especially this time of year, 
it takes a really good horse to ship and win 
just because of the stress of shipping and 
things like that." 

There are graded stakes, and then there 
are graded stakes that carry significantly 
more meaning and emotion. 

“Winning the Black-Eyed Susan would 
obviously be a wonderful thrill. It would be 
another step forward in trying to bring the 
farm back to prominence," Mullikin said. 
“With homebreds, it's the process of going 
back to the days of figuring out the mating 
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and then the mare gets in foal, and you 
took care of her for 11 months, and you're 
there for the foaling and the first steps and 
it's just the whole process." 

No matter what the future holds, one 
thing is certain. Walkwithapurpose has a 
home for life with Sagamore and she'll 
ultimately end her days where they began. 

“At this point she's a multiple stakes 
winner and I don't think she really owes us 
anything anymore. Going forward, hope¬ 
fully, she’ll put the icing on die cake," 
said Mullikin. “She's just a pleasure to be 
around and hopefully we can continue this 
ride and enjoy it. She's certainly earned 
die right to join the Sagamore broodmare 
band. We've been here at the farm since 
2007, and 2008 was when die first foals hit 
die ground. It's the process and how time 
flies and you start breeding the fillies and 
mares that you've raised and raced. It's very 
satisfying how it all comes together." 

STAKES ROUND-UP 

■ Bold Affair showed once again why the 
lady is a champ when she bested four other 
Maryland-bred fillies and mares with a 
front-running score and defended her tide 
in the $100,000 Conniver Stakes March 23. 

It was die second stakes victory in two 
outings in 2013 for the 2012 Maryland- 
bred champion older female, as well as 
her eighdi stakes score in 11 wins from 
18 starts, and she improved her lifetime 
earnings to $659,540 for owners/breed- 
ers Charles Reed and Mike Zanella. Abel 
Castellano Jr. rode the 5-year-old daughter 
of Two Punch and the Colonial Affair 
mare Hunka Hunka Lori Z. 

The popular blaze-faced chestnut, bet 
down to 1 -10, negotiated die 7 furlongs in 
1:25.14 to prevail by 2 lengths over stable- 
mates More Than a Cruise and Access to 
Charlie. 

■ He had a well-earned reputation as the 
type of horse who could place in stakes 
but never win one. That all changed when 
Norman Asbjornson came from last to 
win the Harrison E. Johnson Memorial 
Stakes March 16. 

The Pennsylvania-bred son of Real 
Quiet and the Citidancer mare Merryland 
Missy was nearly 20 lengths behind Eightto- 
fasttocatch early, as the two-time defending 
champion went to the front in the field of 
six and rolled through a first quarter in 
24.40 seconds. Eighttofasttocatch pulled 
away by 15 lengths after running a half- 
mile in :47.68 and he still held a double- 
digit advantage through die far turn.

By then Norman Asbjornson had gath¬ 
ered steam under Jeremy Rose and was 
advancing steadily He charged through 
the lane and blew past die tiring paceset¬ 
ter to win going away by U /2 lengths in 
1:51.77 for 1 Vs miles. Eighttofasttocatch 
held on for second with General George 
Handicap-G3 winner Javerre third. 

Rose picked up the mount after Carlos 
Mancilla, who stepped in for Chris Grove 
while the trainer served a suspension, 
decided to make a switch after Norman 
Asbjornson got into significant trouble in 
die John B. Campbell Handicap at Laurel 
Feb. 16. 

Thomas McClay and Harry Nye’s 
homebred previously had in-the-money 
finishes in seven stakes, including the 
Grade 3 Gotham in 2011 and Grade 3 
Excelsior in 2012 at Aqueduct. As a 3-year- 
old, he also placed fourth in the Grade 1 
Wood Memorial and finished 11 th in the 
Preakness. The Johnson win was Norman 
Asbjornson’s fifth in 20 lifetime starts, 
and pushed him past $400,000 in career 
earnings. 

■ Michael Lauffer, who co-owned 2011 
Preakness Stakes-G1 winner Shackleford, 
could have another classics contender 
after Mr Palmer proved he is a colt on 
die improve while winning the $100,000 
Private Terms Stakes March 9. 

After hopping at the start and breaking 
last in the lVs-mile test on the main track, 
Junior Alvarado got the Kentucky-bred 
son of Pulpit and the Quiet American 
mare In Truth in contention on die far 
turn. Racing eight wide, Mr Palmer ral¬ 


lied decisively and won by 3V& lengths 
in 1:51.35. Battier finished second widi 
Seventeenohsix a head back in third. 

Trained by Hall of Famer Bill Mott, 
Mr Palmer lost five consecutive starts in 
maiden company before breaking through 
at Aqueduct one start before the Private 
Terms. Lauffer, who bred and co-owns the 
colt witii Greg McDonald, said right after 
the race that if all continued to go well, Mr 
Palmer would be under consideration for 
the Kentucky Derby and Preakness. 

MCMAHON, ORTIZ WIN 
MEET CHAMPIONSHIPS 

Three years ago he was a struggling 
horseman just recently out on his own and 
with only eight horses in his care. Now, 
Hugh McMahon can lay claim to die lead¬ 
ing trainer honors at Laurel Park. 

“We can’t believe it. It’s amazing,” said 
the 45-year-old native of England, whose 
stable numbers 65 for a variety of owners. 
“It’s my first tide and I’ll say it again. We 
can’t believe it.” 

McMahon won 34 races from 105 starts 
during the 50-day meet, which began Jan. 
1 and ended March 30. His horses finished 
first, second or third 70 percent of the 
time. 

McMahon, who rode races in the United 
Kingdom between 1990 and 1998 before 
coming to the United States, worked as 
an exercise rider for Scott Lake and then 
served as his assistant for seven years. 
Although McMahon kept a small division 
at Charles Town over die winter, he has 


now folded his operation into his Maryland 
base. 

“I don’t really have a primary owner,” 
he said. “I have the most horses for David 
Ross, but the guy who has been with me 
from the beginning and has stood by me is 
Danny Limongelli.” 

McMahon wasn’t shy about giving legs 
up to a pair of apprentice riders who 
topped die standings themselves. Yomar 
Ortiz won 57 races to take the crown. 
Trevor McCarthy, 18-year-old son of 
former jockey Mike McCarthy, was right 
behind with 51 wins. 

Both riders exceeded the million-doUar 
mark in purses, with Ortiz’s mounts earn¬ 
ing $1,151,480 and McCarthy’s bankrolling 
$1,100,500. 

“They are good young riders,” said 
McMahon. “What Yomar has done is a 
testimony to his ability to ride. He’s a natu¬ 
ral. He’s very small but horses run for him. 
I don’t know that he’s got some formula 
down through the mechanics as a rider, 
but he’s so well balanced. He doesn’t get in 
a horse’s way. He’s very comfortable on a 
horse and they will run for him. He’s going 
to do very well. 

“Trevor is going to be a superstar. He’s 
got the breeding. He’s a nice guy, just like 
his dad. He comes in every day bright¬ 
faced. He’s really alive. He comes in (to the 
paddock) greeting everybody as he’s walk¬ 
ing to his horse. He’s full of life.” 

Through March 30, McCarthy ranked 
16th in wins by North American jockeys 
with 61 and Ortiz was right behind him in 
17th with 57. Over the years, Maryland has 
been an incubator for young riding talent, 
with nine Eclipse Award-winning appren¬ 
tices coming from the circuit. 

Legendary trainer King Leatherbury’s 
The Jim Stable led the owners’ standings 
with 12 wins while Midwest Thorough¬ 
breds and Kryskaly Horse Racing tied in 
second with 10 wins apiece. On March 
23, Leatherbury was honored in a win¬ 
ner’s circle celebration to mark his 80th 
birthday.

Fade to Black 

Veteran jockey caps long career in tack 
with victory aboard horse owned by son

Veteran jockey Tony Black and fans celebrated his final ride-and 5,200th career win-in March. 


T ony Black put an exclamation mark 
on a long, successful career in the 
saddle when he booted home his 
5,200th winner March 18. 

The Haddon Township, N.J., native, 
now 61, who won his first race aboard 
longshot Stand by Me at now-defunct 
Liberty Bell Park in 1970, guided Smart 
Tori home in his finale for trainer Richard 
Vega and owner Anthony Nicholas Black, 
die jockey’s 32-year-old son. 

Coming into the stretch, it looked as 
diough Smart Tori wasn’t even going to be 
in the top three, as Adelicate Miss opened 
a 4-length lead nearing the eighth pole. 
But Black went to work on the 6-year-old 
Tenpins mare, and she blasted past that 
rival while out in the middle of the race¬ 
track. 

“And Tony does it in dramatic fashion!” 
barked track announcer Keith Jones. 

While it isn’t often that a number like 
5,200 is heralded by the crowd and a con¬ 
gratulatory sign in the winner’s circle, in 
Black’s case it certainly was a milestone, as 
he used the occasion to call an end to his 
43 years in the saddle. 
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“It’s hard to walk away from this sport, 
but I think it’s time, and besides, these 
young kids that are riding now don’t need 
a 61-year-old jockey sitting in the room 
widi them,” he said. “Now it’s time to go 
to work and get a real job.” 

Black, who has been battling a number 
of injuries in the last few years, including a 
twice-broken collarbone, has indicated that 
he wants to become a trainer, although on 
“a small scale.” 

With his uncle, Hall of Fame jockey 
Sam Boulmetis Sr., as his role model, Black 
left high school to work on the back- 
stretches of Mid-Atlantic racetracks, and 
eventually his small stature led him to fol¬ 
low Boulmetis into the saddle. 

Black is the all-time leading rider at Parx 
(formerly Philadelphia Park, and before 
that, Keystone Racetrack), and accumulat¬ 
ed $63,179,284 in purses. In addition to his 
5,200 wins, Black recorded 4,518 seconds 
and 4,371 thirds. 

Black brushed with fame several times 
through the years. He was the regular 
rider of 1976 champion sprinter My 
Juliet, and he rode in two editions of the 


Kentucky Derby, the best finish a fourth in 
1981 aboard Classic Go Go. He won the 
Bensalem racetrack’s signature Pennsyl¬ 
vania Derby in 1996 aboard Devil’s Honor 
for his longtime friend, trainer Walter 
Reese. Black won nine races in a row over a 
two-day stretch in late July 1992 at Atlantic 
City Race Course and Philadelphia Park to 
tie the U. S. record set in 1930. 

The day after his 5,200th win, Black was 
back in the saddle, exercising horses at Parx 
on a rainy, misty morning. 

“The reality and finality finally set in,” 
he said. “It’s a good thing it was raining, 
because the rain camouflaged die tears that 
came down my face.” 

LEADING LADIES 

Jockey Maria Remedio got railbirds 
buzzing March 18 when she booted home 
four straight winners. Remedio’s four-bag¬ 
ger stretched from the second through the 
fifth races, with Candy Tunes for trainer 
Diane Day, Sophia for Steve Klesaris, The 
Pink Monkey for Alejandro Maymo, and 
Joe Bagadonuts for Frank Pollara. 

“It was four in a row, but I also won the 
last race I rode die day before, so in fact it 
was five in a row,” Remedio said. “It was 
amazing. The first thing that came to my 
head was ‘I can’t believe this is happening, 
I must have someone looking down on 
me.’ It was definitely one of the highlights 
of my career.” 

Remedio has been one of the shining 
stars on the Mid-Adantic circuit. Riding 
under her former name, Maria Charles, her 
best year came in 2007, when she won 91 
races and her mounts earned $1,874,251 
in purses. She took time off to have two 
children, returned with a vengeance last 
year at Delaware Park and quickly resumed 
her winning ways. 

Remedio’s mounts earned more than 
$500,000 through late March, a large por¬ 
tion of which came from Siete de Oros, 
whom she piloted to a second in the 
Jan. 5 Jerome Stakes-G2 at Aqueduct. 
Remedio slugged it out down the stretch 
with Cornelio Velasquez aboard Vyjack 
in the Jerome, holding the lead in a fierce 
duel until the finish, when Vyjack defeated 
Siete de Oros by a head. They came back to 
finish third in Aqueduct’s Grade 3 Withers 
Stakes in February. 

Speaking of girl power, the connections 
of My Lily Lane, a 6-year-old mare who 
won a March claiming race, are all women- 
breeder, owner, trainer and jockey. The 
Parker’s Storm Cat mare was bred in New 
Jersey by Mary Jo Herbert, is owned and 
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trained by Michelle Castillo, and was ridden 
by Arianna Spadoni. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Jockey Joe Bravo left the sun and fun 
of South Florida for a quick trip to frigid 
Pennsylvania, where he climbed aboard 
Candyman E for the ownership contingent 
of Kuehne Racing, Morris Bailey, The 
Elks tone Group and Michael Dubb in the 
$75,000 Bensalem Stakes March 12. 

The Bensalem, contested on a sloppy 
surface, proved a showcase for Candyman 
E, as Bravo guided him from just off the 
pace to score by 1 Va lengths over Rod’s Five 
Star in 1:16.55 for the 6 V 2 furlongs. 

A 6 -year-old Candy Ride (Arg) gelding 
bred by Nelson Bunker Hunt in Kentucky 
and trained by Tony Dutrow, Candyman 
E was dispatched as the 6-5 choice in 
the Bensalem, based on his stellar record 
that includes victories in the Frank J. De 
Francis Memorial Dash at Laurel Park last 
October. The $43,700 he earned increased 
his earnings to $302,513 from 13 starts. 

Right after he hopped off Candyman 
E, Bravo washed off the mud and bolted 
back to Florida, where he promptly set sail 
on a fishing trip near Key Largo. 

■ Jockeys Angel Suarez and Pierre Her¬ 
nandez Ortega made the second race 
March 17 a slugfest as they cracked their 
horses-and each other-with whips as 
they turned for home in the 1 Vs-mile claim¬ 
ing contest. Suarez, aboard Prunella de 
Ville, and Hernandez Ortega, aboard 
Jackpot Lady, turned their horses into the 
stretch, with Prunella de Ville causing 
Jackpot Lady to take up while in tight quar¬ 
ters. That prompted the two riders to 
exchange blows, swinging their whips in 
the drive to the finish. They crossed the 
wire fifth and sixth, but Parx stewards took 
no action against either jockey. Forejudge, 
who finished third, was disqualified to 
sixth behind Jackpot Lady after stewards 
determined that her rider, Jose Torres, was 
the instigator of the entire incident. 

■ Lemon Zing, a son of George Straw- 
bridge Jr.’s stallion Rimrod, pushed his 
career earnings into six figures after surviv¬ 
ing a mile-long duel for the lead in a 
$37,950 starter allowance March 10. Bred 
in Pennsylvania by R H Breeding LLC, 
trained by Marcos Zulueta and ridden by 
Frankie Pennington, Lemon Zing was able 
to shake clear of Adduce nearing the wire 
to get the decision, the fourdi of Inis career. 
Ten days later he finished second in a 
$35,000 Penn National allowance. ^

Back in the Game 

Dutch jockey Cecil makes winning 
return to saddle after 13-year hiatus

I f Kim Cecil was superstitious, then sure¬ 
ly she might have had a premonition that 
on 3-13-13 she would win the third race 
on die card after 13 years of being out of 
the saddle. 

But, as Cecil admitted witii a laugh, 
“I'm not into that numbers stuff” 

With more than a decade since her 
last trip to the winner's circle, it was rea¬ 
sonable to assume that Cecil would need 
time to knock off the rust. Yet in only her 
sixth start back, she found herself com¬ 
ing across the line first, aboard Andreas 
Stable's Jesk for trainer Corey Day. 

Cecil and Jesk finished fourth going 
a mile Feb. 22, the official chart not¬ 
ing a “steady advance.” Day wheeled the 
daughter of Giacomo back March 13 at 
a mile and 70 yards to take advantage of 
her closing kick. Cecil wound up putting 
Jesk on the lead, opening an advantage 
that stretched to 6 lengths after 6 furlongs. 
They were up by 9 in the stretch, widi 
Cecil whipping and driving. They crossed 
the wire 11% lengths clear of Seneca Lake. 

“I was in disbelief,” Cecil said of the 
stretch run. “I thought, Tm not going to 
get beat.' I just kept riding... it felt so good 
to win, I just can't describe it.” 

And she's not done. 

“Now that I've got one win, I need 
more.” 

Cecil, who hails from the Netherlands, 
began her career at Philadelphia Park in 
1992. She won only one race during that 
apprentice season, but rebounded the next 
year to win 28 and place 68 times, earning 
more than $207,000 in pre-slots era purses. 
Cecil's next best year was 1999, when she 
won seven races and $101,915. By 2000 her 
career had begun to tail off and she left the 
sport by year's end. 

“I went back to the Netherlands and 
just took regular jobs, but it didn't work 
out for me, because I missed horses too 
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much,” she said. “When I'm on a horse, 
I'm happy.” 

Cecil said she stayed at her riding weight 
during the hiatus and kept in shape by 
jogging and kickboxing. She decided to 
begin getting on horses again, at first in 
Germany, and then returned to die U.S., 
where she came back to Parx. 

“I started exercising horses, and found 
I still had everything in my head,” she said. 
“It was like I never left.” 

Trainer Donald White, who gave Cecil 
a leg up on her first mount in 1992, gave 
her a vote of confidence in her first mount 
back Feb. 19 aboard his wife Jane White's 
Gigi's Speed. 

“I know that Kim's a hard worker and I 
try to give anybody I see who works hard a 
shot, even if they're not always on the best 
horse,” White said. “But then other people 
see that you ride the jock and so will give 
them a chance as well. And Kim tries very 
hard and is a pretty good rider.” 

“Having been gone so long, I'm thank¬ 
ful that people like Don are giving me a 
chance again,” Cecil said. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Peb Hughes overcame a slow start to 
rally outside horses and then kick away 
down the lane to win a salty $32,000 
allowance at 6 furlongs March 16 under 
Sheldon Russell. Beaten rivals included 
13-time winner Braulio, 2011 Pennsylvania 
Nursery Stakes winner Pollard's Boy, mul¬ 
tiple stakes-placed winner Ill Conceived 
and nine-time winner Cherokee Empire. 

Peb Hughes was most recently fourth in 
a $32,000-level claimer at Gulfstream Park. 
Owner Dennis Narlinger then sent him to 
the barn of trainer Hugh McMahon and 
he responded with the 1 ^-length victory 
over Braulio. 

The 5-year-old gelding by Henny 
Hughes out of Race Artist, by Mr. Pros¬ 


pector, takes his name from famed Daily 
Racing Form cartoonist Pierre “Peb” Bellocq. 

■ Great Investment proved to be just that 
for his breeder, Mark Reid Bloodstock, as 
he cracked the $100,000 earnings mark in 
taking a $35,000 allowance going lVw miles 
under Erika Strunk-Micklos March 20. 

Sent off at 18-to-l, the 5-year-old Hold 
for Gold gelding lagged at the back early, 
came out into die four path around the 
far turn, then uncorked a big kick while 
coming wide into the stretch to mow down 
leader Lemon Zing and draw off to win by 
3 V 2 lengths. The Pennsylvania-bred, a win¬ 
ner of four of 15 starts, is trained by John 
Conner for owner Double Bogey Racing. 

“I acquired die mare in foal to Hold 
for Gold,” said Mark Reid, who owns 
Walnut Green Bloodstock in West Grove, 
Pa., and was a former leading trainer in 
the Mid-Atlantic, when asked about how 
Great Investment's sire was chosen. The 
Private Account mare Wire the Money was 
consigned to the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
December mixed sale in 2007 while carry¬ 
ing Great Investment, but failed to bring 
her reserve of $1,000. 

Hold for Gold, whose last known 
whereabouts was Arizona, is an unraced 
son of Red Ransom and the sire of four 
stakes winners and six stakes-placed runners. 

As for the 22-year-old Wire the Money, 
Reid said she's no longer in production. 

“She's still on the farm, but I've retired 
her,” he said. 

■ Dilatory won for the fifth time in a 
$37,120 allowance for owner Bill Hartwell 
and trainer Ramon Preciado March 21. 
Bred in Pennsylvania by Hartwell's wife, 
Frances, Dilatory is a 4-year-old by Grand 
Reward out of Golddigger Beware, by 
Prenup. Golddigger Beware is worth her 
weight in gold for the Hartwells, as she 
is also the dam of multiple stakes winner, 
graded stakes-placed, and $553,303-earner 
Golddigger's Boy and stakes winner and 
$104,780-earner Ucan’tcme. Dilatory, her 
third foal, has earned $203,070. 

Hartwell, president of Hartwell Ware¬ 
housing Inc. in Bristol, Pa., got involved 
in racing at a young age and worked for 
his uncle, trainer J.J. “Jack” Dougherty. He 
bought his first horse in 1972 and later 
he and Frances bought a 38-acre farm in 
Buckingham, Pa., where they've foaled 
four generations of homebreds. 

‘We've been very, very fortunate in this 
game, and raised a lot of nice horses,” he 
said.

Where He Left Off 

Lucy’s Bob Boy gets right back to work 
with powerful March allowance score

Lucy’s Bob Boy came back from a three-month break to get a stylish allowance win in his 4-year-old 
debut for Michael Furr and trainer Sandra Dono. Gustavo Larrosa was aboard for the 11-length score. 


L ucy's Bob Boy spent his more than 
three-month layoff from the races 
prowling around the backside barns, 
restless. At night, when Hollywood Casino 
at Charles Town Races announcer Jeff 
Cernik would periodically call horses to the 
paddock area in preparation for another 
race, Lucy's Bob Boy eavesdropped, keenly 
and with much interest. 

“Honestly, we didn't even take him 
home from die track," trainer Sandra Dono 
said. “We just gave him a little break from 
die track. He earned a break, we thought. 
He doesn't really enjoy it. Every time he'd 
hear the announcer, his ears would perk up 
and he'd listen." 

Dono and owner Michael Furr know 
that Lucy's Bob Boy, a state-bred by Flatter 
out of the Not For Love mare Love for 
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Lucy, is game for any chance to burst out 
of the gate and do what he does best: take 
on all challengers. Raced twice at 2, Lucy's 
Bob Boy scored two wins, including the 
4 1 / 2 -furlong Henry Mercer Memorial Stakes 
at Charles Town. 

The Mercer was a warm-up for an 
ambitious 3-year-old campaign that saw 
Lucy's Bob Boy make 10 starts-he has 
raced exclusively at Charles Town—and 
win seven times widi seconds in the other 
three. Furr's gelding reeled off six straight 
victories spanning the spring to the fall, 
with none bigger than die last when the 
precocious sophomore gave a lasting les¬ 
son to his elders in the $500,000 West 
Virginia Breeders Classic Stakes. Beaten 
rivals that day included track legend Russell 
Road, who was eight lengths back in sec¬ 


ond. As he's wont to do, Russell Road got 
a bit of revenge the next time in the A 
Huevo Stakes by charging past his newly- 
minted rival to win by a length. 

Before heading off to his own equine 
Elba on the backside, Lucy's Bob Boy 
wowed the Charles Town crowd one 
more time in a modest allowance race last 
December. He made an impression when 
smashing a 36-year-old track record going 
6 V 2 furlongs in 1:16.44 and winning by 17 
lengths. 

Lucy's Bob Boy was understandably 
eager to get back out there and run. You 
couldn't blame Dono, Furr and regular 
rider Gustavo Larrosa for wishing the 
same thing. It finally happened with anotil¬ 
er allowance race March 21, this one a 
7-furlong test against a solid field that 
included two-time Breeders Classic night 
winner Golden Set. If Furr's horse was 
impressed, he didn't show it as Larrosa sent 
Lucy's Bob Boy to the lead and he stayed 
there for a gate-to-wire victory. Veteran 
Lively Reparations was 11 lengths back in 
second, nosing out Golden Set in third. 

“We really had a great, great year with 
this horse and we're hoping to do the same 
with him this year," Dono said. “We have a 
lot of high hopes for him.” 

Calling Lucy's Bob Boy “the next big 
thing" at Charles Town simply wouldn't 
be accurate-the 4-year-old is there now, 
and ready to prove that fact. Dono doesn't 
have definite plans to ship the state-bred 
star anywhere, although his options have 
become somewhat limited as he's run¬ 
ning out of conditions. One factor Dono 
won't let determine that racing schedule is 
distance—well, not much, anyway. Keeping 
Lucy's Bob Boy fit and in top form remains 
the top priority. 

“This horse can run any distance," 
Dono said. “I don't think any distance 
bothers him. I just don't like to run at 4Vi 
furlongs. I don't think it's good for their 
longevity." 

HANDICAP WINNERS 

Charles Town kept the schedule inter¬ 
esting by sprinkling in a pair of handicaps 
designed to entice open fields of older 
runners. First up was a 6 !/ 2 -furlong test 
March 12 for older horses that lured back 
Tomorrow's Tale, a sprightly Kentucky- 
bred gelding who made his debut as a 
2-year-old at Charles Town back in 2010 
but had only occasionally been back. Sent 
off as the favorite under Dale Whittaker, 
die Petionville gelding pulled through with 
a one-length victory in 1:18.52 for trainer 
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Ronald Ulrich’s Tomorrow’s Tale ran his Charles Town record to 3-for-4 with a handicap win in March.

The win improved Tomorrow's Tale to 
3-for-4 at Charles Town. 

Ladies got a chance to shine a week 
later in a Tuesday night special, this one 
a 1 Ms-mile handicap for fillies and mares. 
Owner/breeder David Blethen and train¬ 
er David Nunn previously steered their 
5-year-old mare Withgreatpleasure clear 
from Charles Town for anything less than 
stakes competition. In three previous tries 
at that level, the Hold That Tiger filly came 
up short. But March 19, she finally got 
that elusive Charles Town victory with a 
2 1 / 2 -length score in 1:47.08. 

It was a modest victory for Withgreat¬ 
pleasure, who had won or placed in a 
dozen stakes prior to this, including a 
third in the Grade 2 Barbara Fritchie 
Handicap at Laurel two starts back. Travis 
Dunkelberger once again got die call. 

RUNCO’S HAMMERLOCK 

Can anyone wrest Charles Town's annu¬ 
al trainer's title away from Jeff Runco? At 
present, it's a scenario difficult to fathom. 
Between training for a select group of 
involved owners and churning out quality 
runners from his own Coleswood Farm 
operation, Runco-always eager to deflect 
most of the praise to his wife and partner, 
Susan, and his staff -is a perennial fixture 
atop the leading trainer list at Charles 
Town. 

March showed just how often Runco 
has die right horse for die right race. He 
picked up an allowance win March 7 for 
breeder/owner New Farm with 5-year-old 
Florida-bred mare Heir Gone Wild. The 
2-5 favorite in the 6 V 2 -furlong test, the 
daughter of Wildcat Heir notched a gate- 
to-wire 4 1 / 2 -length win. 

A day later, Runco saddled state-bred 
runner Fred High for breeder/owner 
Edward Krishack for a 7-furlong allow¬ 
ance. The 5-year-old Crypto Star gelding 
won in 1:26.62 for his third trip to the win¬ 
ner's circle in as many chances this season. 

Runco then picked up a win with Gulf 
Shores, a 3-year-old homebred co-owned 
by Smart Angle, in a March 15 allowance 
going 6 V 2 furlongs. Five days later Califor¬ 
nia-bred Johanns Kee won at 4 M> furlongs 
for owner Four Quarters Corporation. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Maybe Tim Grams just got tired of 
facing Esporon, or maybe he knows the 
closest thing to a sure thing when he sees 
it. In any case, Grams dropped the claim 
ticket for the Canadian import just prior 


to the 6 -year-old gelding's March 15 race. 
New owner Dallas Delorme picked up 
die $25,000 tab, but Esporon has been 
tights-out at Charles Town since arriving 
at the track last December. It could be 
die weather, as that frosty Canadian air 
regularly makes winter appearances at the 
track. Including the March start for former 
owner Marshall K. Gramm and trainer 
David Wells—predictably, a 3M-length win 
under Erik Ramirez-Esporon sported a 
perfect 5-0 record at Charles Town, includ¬ 
ing three straight this season. 


■ Owner/breeder/trainer Julie Hess 
enjoyed a strong mondi at Charles Town 
thanks to a pair of homebred runners. 
Hess' 4-year-old filly Glenyatta scored her 
second straight victory March 7 with a 
lM-length allowance score going 4Vi fur¬ 
longs. Six days later Hess' hot-and-cold 
mare Bailey Blueyes picked up her third 
career allowance victory by beating favorite 
Ok Listen Up to the wire by a head going 7 
furlongs. Bailey Blueyes rewarded the faith¬ 
ful $41.80 for the score. 
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taineer Park, Laurel Park, Pimlico, Tampa 
Bay Downs, Delaware Park, Calder, 
Colonial Downs, wherever workhorses put 
in their time. Today, he's a running, jump¬ 
ing steeplechase icon. The 11 -year-old won 
for the ninth time over jumps, taking the 
$50,000 Imperial Cup-NSA3 at Aiken, 
S.C., March 23. Owned by South Carolina 
residents Sue and George Sensor, Sunshine 
Numbers dominated four others in the 
first jump stakes of die 2013 season, carry¬ 
ing trainer and part-time jockey Arch 
Kingsley on another thrill ride. 

Allen smiled when he thought of his 
old charge, still at it on the jump circuit. 

“I remember him very, very well," he 
said. “We claimed that horse for $20,000 
(in June 2006). He was always very tal¬ 
ented, but he was a very rank horse for flat

Veteran Sunshine Numbers keeps running, 
winning, delivering with Aiken stakes romp

“H 


I ey, I want to talk to you about an 
old horse you used to . . ." 

Before you can finish that 
sentence, veteran trainer Ferris Allen will 


blurt out “Sunshine Numbers." This old 
horse is that memorable. For Allen and two 
other trainers, he banged out 32 starts on 
the flat at Finger Lakes, Aqueduct, Moun- 
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racing and he would run off on the front 
end going a mile or mile and a sixteendi 
and it would just get to be a mess .” 

For Allen and the others, the mess 
often ended in a defeated, tired horse who 
needed extra time between races. As Allen 
said, he’d get strong at the wrong time 
during a race—expending energy when 
he should have been saving it. Mornings 
weren’t much better, as Sunshine Numbers 
tested exercise riders with a never-ending 
resolve to pull. 

“We worked real hard, and we’ve always 
had quality riders,” said Allen. “We made 
sure he didn’t get to have his way in the 
morning, but he would run off if you gave 
him any chance. We won a couple of races 
widi him and ran some very professional 
races too, but he wasted too many starts. 
He was a grass horse so you didn’t have 
that many starts to begin with. It’s such a 
fine fine with a horse like that.” 

Allen and Sunshine Numbers finally 
crossed that line in 2007. He won for a 
$5,000 claiming price at Colonial Downs in 
July, then ran three bad races - all sixths, all 
cheap. By late September, die horse needed 
a new home. Allen had already warmed 
up Kingsley a bit at Colonial Downs, and 
called again about the potentially “awe¬ 
some” steeplechaser. Despite Allen’s ring¬ 
ing endorsement, Kingsley wasn’t so sure. 

“I’d known his dam, Saturday Sunshine, 
and galloped her back when I was a 
20 -pound bug boy and hoping to ride a 
race,” Kingsley said. “I had that strong 
inherent connection with the family, but 
you never know. I felt comfortable taking a 
gamble at five thousand bucks, but I did try 
to talk Ferris down a litde at first.” 

Sunshine Numbers has proven to be 
a good bet. He won his jump debut in a 
maiden claimer in April 2008, and added 
two wins in 2009. Then the fun began. 
Since the start of 2010, he’s made nine 
starts and won six times including stakes 
scores in the Carolina Cup-NSA3 in 2011 
and the Imperial Cup this year. Along the 
way, he’s become something of a celebrity. 
Everybody asks about Sunshine, all the 
time. 

Shaky legs keep the starts to a mini¬ 
mum, but have done nothing to the horse’s 
class, effort or energy. And he’s still a bear 
to train. 

“You have to channel that energy,” said 
Kingsley. “You steer the beast and try to 
save him from himself. He’s a lovely, kind 


animal but his flight instinct is extremely 
strong.” 

Kingsley babies the big dark bay, on the 
farm in Camden or at Springdale Training 
Center-trying to maximize the results 
while minimizing the work. Sunshine 
Numbers ran once in 2011, twice in 2012 
and Kingsley would love to make three 
races this year. Saratoga (catch him if 
you can) is tentatively next, followed by a 
return to South Carolina for the Colonial 
Cup meet in November. 

“It’s so rare, he’s got that ability to over¬ 
come his soundness issues,” Kingsley said. 
“Mentally he rises to the occasion when 
put under pressure. It’s die combination 
of qualities you look for in a horse that 
you can’t identify in the sales ring or even 
articulate very well, but when you get one, 
you can tell. He’s got that elusive tit’ that we 
look for in a good horse.” 

Horsemen call it heart and toughness. 
Ability and conformation and athleticism 
are part of the equation, but only part. 
The rest comes from inside and Sunshine 
Numbers is full of it. 


“As hard as he is on himself on a day to 
day basis and when he runs, the mileage he 
had before I ever got him would have fin¬ 
ished most horses,” said Kingsley. “He came 
to steeplechasing, and started a new day.” 

Racing over jumps, Sunshine Numbers 
counts nine wins and $168,200 on his 
20-start docket. He can win from the front, 
or relax (if Kingsley convinces him) behind 
horses as he did at Aiken. There, Kingsley 
let Pullyourfingerout (Ire) establish the 
lead, drafted in behind him about halfway 
through, then took over two fences from 
home. The son of Polish Numbers won 
by 11 lengths over Country Cousin with 
Extraextraordinary third. 

“He’s such a cool horse,” Kingsley said. 
“For as little as he campaigns now, his heart 
is so in it. He absolutely lives for it and 
gives me a ton of confidence as a rider. It’s 
hard to do it every now and again, but you 
throw your leg over a horse like Sunshine 
and there’s no question that you’re capable 
of doing it. He can jump a fence like no 
other horse.” 

Ferris Allen knew it all along. 


ALAJMAL CONTINUES 
PROGRESS IN CAROLINA CUP 


I n the face of Sunshine Numbers still 
blazing away in stakes company at 11, 
Alajmal seems like a baby. The 5-year- 
old, whose steeplechase career started last 
June at Parx Racing, opened his 2013 cam¬ 
paign with a win in the $50,000 Carolina 
Cup at Camden, S.C., March 30. 

Owned by Greg Hawkins and trained 
by Janet Elliot, the son of First Samurai 


continues to progress toward the upper 
reaches. Last year, he broke his maiden at 
Penn National in his second hurdle start, 
and won an allowance at Saratoga while 
mixing in three tries on die flat. Elliot even 
went old school and started her youngster 
vs. open company in the Grade 1 Colonial 
Cup to end the season. The Kentucky-bred 
rewarded his trainer’s confidence with a 
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Steeplechase

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third behind the far more prov¬ 
en Demonstrative and Divine 
Fortune. 

To start 2013, Elliot went 
back to the novice ranks and 
Alajmal delivered a profession¬ 
al effort-rating early, rolling 
alongside Fog Island approach¬ 
ing the stretch and prevailing 
by IV 2 lengths in the 2Fa-mile 
test. Forgotten Man rallied for 
third. 

The Carolina Cup has been 
many things in its long his¬ 
tory-a timber race, an open 
stakes, a Grade 1; for 2013 it 
was the first novice stakes of 
the season and a good indica¬ 
tor of early class. Based on the 
date of his first win, June 30, 
2012, Alajmal will be a novice 
all year and will be a difficult 
assignment for any horse in the 
division. Despite losing ground 
at the start, Alajmal handled six 
foes to become a stakes winner 
and push his steeplechase earn¬ 
ings to $104,000 in seven starts. 

“Fie ran really well/’ said 
jockey Ross Geraghty. “Just as 
I went to turn in and face the 
starter, he sort of ducked in 
and ran across so we lost a bit 
of ground. From there, I was 
gradually, gradually creeping 
into it. We went a really good 
gallop the whole way. When we 
straightened up, we were stride 
for stride (with Robbie Walsh 
aboard Fog Island). My horse 
landed and the class came out 
of him. He went away and did 
it. I was very impressed.” 

Geraghty’s left foot came 
out of the stirrup approaching 
the last fence, but persevered. 

“I was kicking and myself 
and Robbie we’re going for a 
long spot,” Geraghty said. “My 
foot or my stirrup or some¬ 
thing got caught on the girth 
or the girth channel on that 
side. Over the fence, I’m nearly 
touching the brush with my 
foot but he landed and I put my 
boot straight back in. I didn’t 
worry about it or think about it. 


I didn’t even look, it just went 
back in.” 

The near disaster didn’t 
faze Alajmal, who was bred 
by Shadwell Farm. He made 
two starts in England before 
going to the Tatters alls Sale as a 
2-year-old in 2010. Elliot spied 
him there, and spent 23,000 
guineas to make the purchase 
for Hawkins (whose first stee¬ 
plechaser was 1990s Grade 1 
winner Campanile). 

NOTES 

Pennsylvania-bred Sir 
Dynamite picked up an early- 
season win at Aiken for owner 
Dale Thiel and trainer Britt 
Graham. The 8-year-old son of 
Dynaformer scored in a $25,000 
allowance to improve to 3-for- 

II over jumps. Bred by London 
Thoroughbred Services and 
Derry Meeting Farm, he is a 
half-brother to multiple group¬ 
winning millionaire Lord 
Admiral. South Carolina-based 
Graham, daughter of longtime 
Mid-Adantic trainer Pat 
Graham, won two races at 
Aiken. . . Pennsylvania-bred 
Nationbuilder, a stakes veter¬ 
an over hurdles, improved to 
2-for-2 over timber for Bill 
Pape and trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. The 9-year-old son 
of Came Home and the Open¬ 
ing Verse mare Seatde Bay was 
bred by Augustin Stable. 
Though he’s changed hands 
three times in the steeplechase 
game - from Augustin to Calvin 
Houghland to Pape-Nation- 
builder hails from a long line of 
Augustin pedigrees. Granddam 
Seatde Way (a daughter of 
champions Seatde Slew and 
Waya-Fr) produced a $3 million 
yearling at Fasig-Tipton Sara¬ 
toga in 2001 in addition to stee¬ 
plechase stakes winner Invest 
West and graded stakes winner 
Pretty Prolific. Seatde Bay 
placed in a Group 3 and also 
produced stakes-placed Smart 
Seatde.

Local Girl Hits Big Time 

Speedy 3-year-old filly Midnight Lucky 
carries regional family to national success

K entucky-bred Midnight Lucky, who 
won the $200,000 Sunland Park Oaks 
March 24, is by the Real Quiet cham¬ 
pion Midnight Lute and boasts all kinds 
of national credentials, but she’s a Mid- 
Atlantic girl from way back. 

The gray filly, from the Citidancer mare 
Citiview, was purchased by co-owner Mike 
Pegram for $220,000 at the 2011 Fasig- 
Tipton Saratoga yearling sale. At Sunland, 
she won by 8 lengths in only her second 
start to earn consideration for the Grade 
1 Kentucky Oaks for trainer Bob Baffert. 
She won without being asked and set a 
track record of 1:41.06 for the IVu miles. 
Based on die manner of her win and 
the collateral class of Baffert’s other four 
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Sunland Park Oaks winners, which include 
Grade 1 winners Tough Tiz’s Sis, Plum 
Pretty and Gabby’s Golden Gal, Midnight 
Lucky could easily become a future win¬ 
ner at the highest levels. For Baffert and 
Pegram there’s probably some additional 
satisfaction as they also raced her sire, a 
champion sprinter, and grandsire, a dual 
classic winner, as well as several Grade 1 
winners from her immediate family. 

There is quite a bit of Mid-Atlantic 
connections behind Midnight Lucky’s ped¬ 
igree to make her something of a local. 
Her female line is a direct line of locally- 
bred mares, back to her sixth dam, Jump 
Up, a daughter of Cyane bred in Maryland 
by Stuart S. Janney Jr. Midnight Lucky’s 


first four dams were also bred in Maryland, 
and the sires of three of these mares were 
stalwarts in the state: Citidancer, Allen’s 
Prospect and Rollicking. And let’s not for¬ 
get that Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
winner Real Quiet ended his career at 
Michael Jester’s Penn Ridge Farms in 
Harrisburg, Pa., where he died in 2010. 

Midnight Lucky’s dam, Citiview, was 
bred by Country Life Farm-Flaherty-Wells 
LLC in 2000 and sold for $150,000 at 
Saratoga in 2001. She brought the money 
because in 1999 her full-sister Hooked- 
onthefeelin, also bred by Country Life 
et al., won the Grade 1 La Brea Stakes at 
Santa Anita for Pegram and Baffert. By the 
time Citiview sold, Hookedonthefeelin had 
earned $488,554, with seven wins from 18 
starts, and was the second Grade 1 winner 
for Citidancer after Urbane. 

Citiview was purchased at auction by 
Harry Quadracci but made her debut for 
Linda Rice, also her trainer. Nowhere near 
the racing quality of her sister Hooked¬ 
onthefeelin, whom Pegram had purchased 
for $110,000 as a Keeneland September 
yearling, Citiview failed to win from 10 
starts and was claimed, for $50,000, the 
only time she was dropped in for a tag, in a 
race at Belmont Park. 

Citiview and Hookedonthefeelin were 
produced by the stakes-winning Allen’s 
Prospect mare Prospective Joy. Her dam, 
Jovial Joy (1985, Rollicking), and second 
dam, Nordic Joy (1979, Northern Jove), 
were bred by the Fourbros Stable of 
Bob and Tom Manfuso and Geoff and 
George Huguely-a longtime racing and 
breeding partnership in Maryland. And 
there is another Maryland sire connection: 
Northern Jove launched his stud career at 
Helm ore Farm in Maryland in 1974, where 
he remained until moving to Kentucky 
in 1980 (after his daughter Candy Eclair 
was named Eclipse Award co-champion 
2-year-old filly of 1978). 

Prospective Joy’s sire Allen’s Prospect, 
a well-bred son of Mr. Prospector, stood 
his entire career at Country Life where he 
became a mainstay of the local sire ranks. 
He was typical of the type of horses the 
Pons family stood and succeeded with, 
horses with the pedigree and looks but 
not the racing class that would have priced 
them out of the region. Country Life’s 
most successful horse of this type is the 
twice-raced winner Malibu Moon, a son of 
A.P Indy who has risen to the top ranks 
of American stallions and now stands at 
his breeder B. Wayne Hughes’ Spendthrift 
Farm in Kentucky. He is the sire of recent 
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Not For Love's Hello Lover. 
PARK Horse Of The Year 


Hello Lover faced starter allowance, allowance 
or stakes company for the remainder of his 16 
starts, and at season's end had amassed 
$304,495 to rank as his illustrious sire's leading 
earner for the year. 

Bred in Maryland by Linda D. Newton out of 
the Secret Hello mare Chemise, Hello Lover 
made his stakes debut in Parx's Gr.3 
Greenwood Cup S. in July and finished third 
behind Redeemed, who set a new track record 
forthe mile and a half,and Not Abroad. 

Making at least one start every month in 2012, 
Hello Lover wrapped up his season with two 
stakes starts in December, finishing second in 
Laurel Park's Jennings Handicap (to Eightto- 
fasttocatch, another son of Not For Love) and 
was third in the Auld Lang Syne S. at Parx. 

Hello Lover has been third or better in 24 of his 
31 career starts, and has total earnings of 
$399,055. 


Love was in the air for NOT FOR LOVE's son 
Hello Lover, who swept through nearly as 
many awards at Parx Racing's 2012 Horsemen's 
Awards Banquet as wins for his remarkable 
2012 season. The Pennsylvania Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association honored Kasey K 
Racing Stable and Brier Creek Farm's gray 
gelding on March 20 as its Parx Racing Horse 
of the Year, Leading Older Gelding, Winningest 
Horse, Claiming Horse of the Year and 
Outstanding Claim of the Year. 


Hello Lover won nine races in his 6-year-old 
season, all coming at Parx, and was one shy of 
the top spot as the winningest horse in the 
nation. He launched his season with a score on 
Jan. 3 while in for a $7,500 tag, and Robert E. 
Reid Jr. made the claim of the year when 
taking him out of that race on behalf of Kasey 
K Racing Stable.

Speedy son of 
Smarty,Jones sets 
trackrecord 


SMARTY JONES'S 4-year-old son ISN'T 
HE CLEVER blazed through six and a 
half furlongs at Sunland Park on March 
24, breaking the track record in the 
$75,000 Bill Thomas Memorial S. when 
stopping the clock in a sensational 
1:13.45. And he did it easily, zipping 
home by five and three-quarter 
lengths to record the sixth win of his 
career. 

Owned by Kirk and Judy Robison, ISN'T 
HE CLEVER increased his career 
earnings to $480,203 from 13 starts. A 
winner of four stakes from 2 to 4, and 
stakes-placed twice, the Henry 
Dominguez-trained gelding finished 
second one year ago in the track's 
signature race, the Gr. 3 Sunland Derby. 
Bred in Kentucky by Monticule, ISN'T 
HE CLEVER is out of the Deputy 
Minister mare Sharp Minister. 

SMARTY JONES has sired 40 stakes 
horses in his first five crops, 19 stakes 
winners, and the earners of nearly $20 
million. Currently ranked in the top- 
five among the leading sires in the 
Northeast, the classic star has three 
stakes winners to date this year.

Florida Derby-Gl winner Orb, owned and bred by Smart S. 
Janney III in partnership with Phipps Stable. 

Allen’s Prospect made more starts than Malibu Moon but 
likewise was not a blacktype winner. Though he made only seven 
starts, he forged a reputation for siring hard-knocking, durable 
racehorses. This made his daughters a good match for the bril¬ 
liant but brittle Citidancer, who joined the roster at Country Life 
for the 1991 season. Allen’s Prospect was put down in 2003 at 21. 
Citidancer, who also stood his complete career at Country Life, 
was put down as a pensioner in 2010 at 23. 

A freak of a racehorse who won his first three starts by a 
combined 36 lengths, Citidancer finished second in his fourth 
and final start to champion Housebuster in the 1990 Grade 1 
Jerome Handicap. It was subsequently found that he’d fractured 
a sesamoid during the running of the race and was retired. He 
brought better racing class to Country Life than Allen’s Prospect 
or Malibu Moon. 

A son of the Northern Dancer horse Dixieland Band, Citi¬ 
dancer was part of the first wave of horses in-bred to the iconic 
Northern Dancer-in his case, 2x4. This is fairly close in-breeding 
and was unusual at the time. In-breeding to Northern Dancer now 
has become ubiquitous, but the pedigrees of sisters Hookedon- 
thefeelin and Citiview were somewhat unique for their times, too, 
because they contained three crosses of Northern Dancer, 3x5x5 
(the third strain via his son Northern Jove). This, too, is now com¬ 
monplace, but it wasn’t then-and it’s probably helped both mares 
as producers, especially when they were mated to Mr. Prospector¬ 
line stallions without Northern Dancer very close up in their 
pedigrees, like Real Quiet and his son Midnight Lute. 

Hookenonthefeelin has produced a Grade 1 winner by Real 
Quiet: Pussycat Doll. She too was bred by Pegram and trained by 
Baffert to become a top sprinter, like Midnight Lute, and is one of 
three Grade 1 winners for Real Quiet. Pussycat Doll, despite three 
crosses to Northern Dancer in her dam, is only inbred 4x4 to Mr. 
Prospector through five generations. Likewise, Citiview’s daughter 
by Midnight Lute, Midnight Lucky, is bred similarly to Pussycat 
Doll and is inbred only 5x4 to Mr. Prospector and 5x5 to Raise a 
Native through five generations. 

Citidancer was plagued throughout his career by fertility issues 
and never had the numbers his contemporaries did, but he made 
the most of his opportunities. His two best runners and only 
Grade 1 winners, Urbane and Hookedonthefeelin, suggested he’d 
become a good sire of broodmares, and this is proving to be the 


case. Urbane has produced Grade 2-winning millionaire Suave 
(by A.P Indy), while Hookedonthefeelin also has Grade 1 winner 
Jimmy Creed (by Distorted Humor) to her credit. All told, there 
are five graded stakes winners to date from Citidancer mares and a 
total of 15 unrestricted stakes winners, in addition to several other 
Maryland-bred stakes horses. ^

Better Odds Today 

Important technological advances 
drive progress in equine fracture repair

T here must be a scientific harmony of 
opposing forces to have a successful 
fracture repair. Like the yin and yang 
of some Asian philosophies, mechanics 
and biology play the roles of two funda¬ 
mental yet seemingly contradictory forces 
that must be balanced in order to achieve 
harmony. New techniques have allowed 
more success than ever before in this field, 
but it is overwhelmingly important that we 
optimize die mechanical strength of the 
fracture repair without disturbing the bio¬ 
logical processes of fracture healing if we 
really wish to improve our success. 


MECHANICAL CHALLENGES 

The major challenge in equine ortho¬ 
paedics is the size of the patient. Even a 
foal is the equivalent of an adult human. 
Consistent success in equine orthopedics 
demands that the horse can immediately 
stand and walk comfortably on its broken 
leg after surgery. This often requires what 
appears to be a staggering abundance of 
steel implants and screws. 

If the horse is not comfortable enough, 
diere is considerable risk of breakdown in 
the opposite limb. This typically results in 
severe limb deformities in young horses. In 
older horses, die devastating consequence 
is most often laminitis. 

There have been important advances 
made in recent years with superior plates, 
screws and other devices used for the 




fixation of fractures, but in horses there is 
little room for error. Patients cannot just 
be simply told to use crutches, a wheelchair 
or to stay in bed while the fracture heals. 
Using more metal strengthens the fracture 
repair, but more dissection, longer surger¬ 
ies and larger implants also mean that we 
are more likely to be disturbing the normal 
processes of fracture healing. 

There has been a consistent trend in 
fracture repair in all species to attempt less 
invasive methods of accurately inserting 
plates, screws, pins and joint replacement 
components. We now almost never open 
up a joint to repair common fractures, and 
some types of fractures and joint fusions 
can also be done through tiny incisions. 
The goal is always to combine die best 
mechanical repair with the least distur¬ 
bance of die normal biology. 

IMPROVING BIOLOGY 
OF FRACTURE REPAIR 

Fractures involving joint surfaces are 
very common in racehorses, and many 
demand accurate surgical repair if they are 
to return to racing successfully. Fractures 
often heal just fine without surgical inter¬ 
vention, but any malalignment of die joint 
inevitably results in arthritis. 

Joint fractures are nearly always repaired 
with simple lag screw fixation, a technique 
that can provide perfect reconstruction 
of the broken bone because it aligns and 
compresses the broken pieces together. 
Minimizing overall injury to the joint is 
essential to preserve the athletic ability of 
die horse. 

The “old” method of doing these sur¬ 
geries required opening the joint com¬ 
pletely through a large incision. Now we 
have the ability to place the screws under 
arthroscopic guidance. Only two tiny 
incisions are required to assure that the 
fracture edges in the joint are accurately 
restored. We also have intra-operative fluo¬ 
roscopy, a type of real-time digital X-ray, 
so that we can meticulously ensure optimal 
positioning of the screw(s). 

Accurate positioning of die screws and 
perfect realignment of die fracture mean 
that future arthritis can be avoided. The 
minimal incision associated with arthros¬ 
copy also means less chance of infection, 
less scarring and a shorter, more comfort¬ 
able recovery. 

TOMOGRAPHIC GUIDANCE 

There are many fractures in locations 
that cannot easily be seen by incision or

arthroscopy. For example, fractures within 
the foot involving the coffin bone or navic¬ 
ular bone, as well as some common frac¬ 
tures in the lower hock, cannot be charac¬ 
terized well without the three-dimensional 
view that a computed tomography (CT or 
CAT) scan can provide. 

With current technology, an intra-oper¬ 
ative CT unit provides a three-dimensional 
image of the fractured bone in the operat¬ 
ing room. With the information provided 
by using a skin marker and the CT scan, 
we can repair fractures that we previously 
could not do well. The coffin bone and 
navicular bone are both completely within 
the hoof, so they cannot be seen directly 
by the surgeon; yet, we can place screws 
to repair fractures of those bones within 
tolerances of a millimeter or two. We also 
can now use intraoperative CT to help 
accurately repair very complex fractures 
of the pastern and other sites through tiny 
incisions. 

MINIMALLY INVASIVE 
LONG BONE REPAIR 

We routinely use “locking plates” for 
nearly all long bone fracture repairs. A 


locking plate is attached to the bone rou¬ 
tinely with screws, but the head of the 
screw also securely threads into the plate. 
This provides an extremely stable implant 
because a fixed-angle is created between 
the plate and the screw. 

For some fractures, we no longer have 
to open up the skin to place a bone plate 
to help heal the fracture. Instead, we can 
use a special instrument to create a “tun¬ 
nel” under the skin, slip the plate into that 
tunnel, and attach the plate to the bone 
with these locking screws. The screws can 
be placed through tiny incisions. Although 
this approach is not suitable for every type 
of fracture, when it can be used we have 
an improved harmony of mechanics and 
biology. 

MAINTAINING HARMONY 

These are some of the current advances 
and trends in equine fracture repair. We 
routinely treat horses that would have 
had a minimal chance of a good outcome 
not long ago. However, huge challenges 
remain. 

There are fractures that we still can¬ 
not treat successfully, and there are many 


horses with fractures that could be saved, 
but not well enough that they can com¬ 
pete again. There is still plenty of room 
for improvement, but the harmony of 
mechanics and biology will remain an 
underlying theme for successful fracture 
treatment.

It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

Beginners Luck 

Pennsylvania owner/breeder Stanco 
enjoys ride with talented homebred filly 


A s Thoroughbred owner Ed Stanco 
knows all too well, the decision 
to breed a mare takes research. It 
requires thought and planning, and after 
years in the racing business, he decided to 
take the plunge. 

Stanco had formed his King of Prussia 
Stable in 2002, and in 2006, his bloodstock 


advisor Joe Brocklebank purchased on his 
behalf, at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 
2-year-olds in training sale, a New York- 
bred filly by Catienus out of the Dixieland 
Band mare Golden Wave Band. Storm 
Dixie made 10 starts for Stanco, winning 
once, placing in a state-bred stakes at 
Belmont Park, and earning $63,189. 


When she retired in 2008, Stanco made 
the decision to breed her. Working with 
Brocklebank, he pored over consulting 
reports and researched bloodlines, finally 
settling on Grand Slam (Gone West— 
Bright Candles, by El Gran Senor), stand¬ 
ing at Ashford Stud near Versailles, Ky. 

“He seemed to be the best match, based 
on the numbers,” Stanco said, speaking by 
phone from his Pennsylvania home. 

So off Storm Dixie went to Kentucky. 

“You gotta realize,” Stanco emphasized, 
“this is die first horse I ever bred.” 

And while he didn’t know exacdy what 
to expect, he certainly didn’t expect to get a 
call from Brocklebank at 8 a.m. on the day 
of the scheduled breeding. 

“’Ed, it’s Joe,” he recalled Brocklebank 
saying. “’We got a problem.’” 

The problem wasn’t with his mare, 
who had shipped fine and gone into heat. 
The problem was with Grand Slam, who 
reportedly had been kicked by a mare and

who, understandably, wasn’t much interest¬ 
ed when Storm Dixie was brought to him. 

“What am I supposed to do now?” 
Stanco asked. 

“Trust me,” he remembered Brockle- 
bank saying. 

Another Ashford stallion, Majestic 
Warrior (A.P. Indy—Dream Supreme, by 
Seeking the Gold), had just begun his stud 
career; winner of die Grade 1 Hopeful in 
2007, he lost his next five starts and had 
been retired in the fall of 2008. 

“We’ve come this far,”’ Stanco said 
Brocklebank told him. “’He looks awe¬ 
some.’” 

But what, asked Stanco, about the hours 
of research and all the reports? 

“Don’t worry about it,” Brocklebank 
said. “It’s all going to work out.” 

Four years later, what could have looked 
like famous last words instead looks like a 
bit of prescient genius. 

Stanco’s first homebred, the result of 
that union, is Princess of Sylmar, who 
reeled off four consecutive victories, 
including two stakes at Aqueduct, after fin¬ 


ishing fourtii in her first race last October 
at Penn National. An earner of $238,220 in 
six starts, she finished second in the Grade 
2 Gazelle at Aqueduct in April and is high 
on the list of the country’s top 3-year-old 
fillies. 

Stanco’s voice rings with amazement 
when he talks about her. 

“Here I am, the first horse I’m breed¬ 
ing, how it all comes about... and I end up 
with this one,” he said. 

He’s no stranger to racing success. 
Cape side Lady, a filly he owned in partner¬ 
ship with Mike Cascio’s So Made apt Stable, 
was a multiple graded stakes winner, mak¬ 
ing it all die way to 2005 Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff-Gl at Belmont Park, in which she 
finished sixth. 

Princess of Sylmar is named for Betsy 
and Ronnie Houghton’s Sylmar Farm in 
southeastern Pennsylvania, where the filly 
foaled March 27, 2010; “Sylmar” refers to 
the farm’s original location, on the border 
of Pennsylvania and Maryland. The filly’s 
name conveys die high regard in which 
Stanco holds the farm and the Houghtons. 


“Going to the farm is as much fun as 
going to the races,” said Stanco. “Their 
entire view is to keep the horses happy, and 
that means a lot.” 

A native of upstate New York, near 
Albany, Stanco and his family have lived in 
Pennsylvania for more than 25 years. An 
actuary and CEO of Toa Reinsurance in 
Morristown, N.J., he lives in Malvern with 
his wife, Ina, and he chose to base Storm 
Dixie, a New York-bred, in Pennsylvania 
for a variety of reasons. 

“Living in Pennsylvania, I knew about 
Sylmar Farm and the Houghtons, and a 
few years ago the Pennsylvania [breeding] 
program got pretty good,” he said, refer¬ 
ring to die influx of casino money to the 
state’s racing and breeding industries. 

Pennsylvania-breds, he reasoned, 
offered him multiple opportunities for suc¬ 
cess. His New York horses in training have 
been with Todd Pletcher, and he figured 
that he’d continue to send his most prom¬ 
ising horses to the Belmont Park-based 
trainer. The horses that couldn’t make it at 
that level could come back to Pennsylvania 
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continued 




to take advantage of state-bred incentives, 
including breeder awards if the horses got 
claimed. 

But it wasn’t only business consider¬ 
ations that led Stanco to choose Penn¬ 
sylvania and, specifically, Sylmar. 

“I knew that if I wanted to breed horses,” 
he said, “I wanted to be near them .” 

And while Stanco and his wife were 
at Sylmar Farm within hours of the filly’s 
birth, his appreciation of the farm goes 
beyond geography 

“We visited at the end of 2008, when 
we knew we were going to breed Storm 
Dixie,” he recounted. “The Houghtons 
spent time with me, and Bernie (Betsy and 
Ronnie’s son and a trainer) said that if she 
came to the farm, they’d like to keep her 
for a long time, not just have her be there 
and gone. I knew that was the place we 
wanted to go.” 

Betsy Houghton remembers Princess 
of Sylmar as a filly with an abundance 
of natural ability and a wonderful tem¬ 
perament, but she and Ronnie noticed that 


while she went in the starting gate fine 
when she began training, she acted up once 
in the stall, apparently disliking the noises 
of the gate. 

“Finally,” Betsy related, “Ronnie said 
that he was going to try cotton wool in her 
ears, and that made the biggest difference.” 

When the day came to take Princess of 
Sylmar from the farm to Belmont Park, 
Betsy led her on to the van herself. “When 
she heard the van guy changing something, 
I saw die look on her face. She was scared 
to death.” 

“Wait one minute, don’t do anything!” 
she remembers telling the driver. 

The filly was bandaged and her halter 
was wrapped, but one thing was missing. 
Before she left the farm to begin her racing 
career, Betsy one more time plugged her 
ears with cotton, to make sure “Princess” 
wouldn’t be scared on the trip north. 

Princess of Sylmar’s departure didn’t 
end Stanco’s relationship with the Hough¬ 
tons. He has another filly at Sylmar, a 
2-year-old by Flatter out of his Kitten’s Joy 


mare Raise the Kitty; he expects her to get 
to the races this summer. Another Storm 
Dixie foal, a yearling by Pennsylvania sire 
E Dubai, is also at the farm, and Stanco 
will expect two more foals in 2014; Raise 
the Kitty is in foal to Jump Start, and he 
plans to send Storm Dixie back to Majestic 
Warrior. “That formula,” he explained, 
unnecessarily, “seems to be working.” 

With two mares of his own, Stanco is 
unlikely to purchase horses at auction in 
the near future. 

‘Abu don’t know what you’re going to 
get,” he pointed out. “For me, no matter 
how they come out, if they can run or if 
they can’t, I’d rather take my chances trying 
to breed them. If we do it tight, it’s a better 
approach.” 

For now, he rules out not only buying at 
auction, but also selling. 

“Breeding is a business, no question 
about it,” he acknowledged. “And if it gets 
to be a little bigger with us than it is now, 
yeah, I would sell, but that’s part of the 
Pennsylvania-bred formula: I’d train them 
and bring them to the races, and sell them 
through the claiming ranks.” 

Stanco is quick to credit others for 
die success of his horses, pointing par¬ 
ticularly to his advisor Brocklebank, the 
Houghtons, and trainer Todd Pletcher. 
He’s not above, though, appreciating a little 
divine intervention. 

When Capeside Lady, the second horse 
he owned, made it to the Breeders’ Cup, 
he figured that he’d reached the pinnacle. 

“I’m never doing this again,” he told 
himself then. “This just can’t happen 
again.” 

Princess of Sylmar might be a long way 
from die Breeders’ Cup, but she’s already 
brought her owner the kind of success 
he didn’t think he’d be lucky enough to 
experience twice, and he feels incredibly 
fortunate for what she has already accom¬ 
plished. 

“I’ve always felt that this one is really 
special. To have that happen with her 
breeding and then to get to this point. . . 
I mean, talk about incredible luck,” he said 
with a bit of awe. “The racing gods are 
being sort of friendly tight now.” 

But something else Stanco said reveals 
that he knows it’s not about luck or the 
supernatural. It’s about something much 
simpler, something that began with the 
place his filly was born. 

“The beauty of that farm is that it’s all 
about the animals,” he said. “If you take 
care of the animals and you do right by 
them, things might just turn out right.” w

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One of the matriarchs of 
Maryland racing had been sit¬ 
ting on the sidelines for some 
time, but with a little prodding 
from a trusted former employ¬ 
ee and a trainer, octogenarian 
Helen Polinger is now back in 
the game thanks to a 4-year- 


old filly named Wonderful 
Secret. 

The Kentucky-bred daugh¬ 
ter of 2005 Breeders' Cup Ju¬ 
venile Stakes-Gl winner and 
Eclipse Award champion Ste¬ 
vie Wonderboy had sold for 
$50,000 at the 2010 Fasig-Tipton 


Kentucky July Selected Year¬ 
lings sale. When she turned up 
in the catalog for the Fasig-Tip¬ 
ton Midlantic May 2-year-olds 
in training sale, the interest of 
Linda Sims was piqued. 

"Linda was my assistant 
farm manager when my hus- 
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It's been awhile. Owner Helen Polinger and The Very One paused in the paddock 
for the 1980 Washington, D.C., International-Gl, where the turf mare ran second. 


band, who died over 35 years 
ago, was still alive. We were 
doing a lot more with the 
horses than I am now," said 
Polinger. 

It had been 34 years since 
Polinger purchased a filly 
from the May sale who would 
change her life forever. Pol¬ 
inger bought The Very One for 
$22,000 and campaigned her 
to win 13 stakes, including the 
Grade 1 Santa Barbara Handi¬ 
cap, watched her beat the boys 
in the 1979 Dixie Handicap-G2 
at Pimlico, and retired her 
with earnings of $1,104,623. 

Monti "Sonny" Sims, who 
would later become Linda's 
husband, was Polinger's farm 
manager and trainer at the 
time and had entered Hie 
Very One in a claiming race 
at Charles Town early in her 
career. Linda, who lived in a 
house on the Polingers' farm 
in Olney, had other ideas. 

"Mrs. P., I wouldn't run her 
in a claiming race anywhere," 
Linda told Polinger. "That's 
the fastest horse I've ever been 
on in my life." 

Polinger called Sonny and 
told him to scratch. 

Fast forward to 2011 when 
the trained eye of Linda, who 
was with the filly's consign¬ 
or, Cutting Edge Equine, fell 
upon Wonderful Secret. Helen 


Polinger got another proverbi¬ 
al knock on the door. 

"She had called me a cou¬ 
ple of times over the last four 
or five years and said there 
was a nice filly or colt in the 
sale, but because I hadn't been 
back in the horses for quite a 
while, I told her that I wasn't 
ready yet and I guess I'd try 
breeding a little bit," said Pol¬ 
inger. "This time, I went to the 
sales, but I didn't go thinking 
I was going to get something. 
I really went to just to see Lin¬ 
da, her daughter and grand¬ 
children. But there was this 
filly and I couldn't stop look¬ 
ing at her. Linda said she liked 
her, and that's the way it was." 

It also took some encour¬ 
agement from Tim Keefe, who 
has trained a few Thorough¬ 
breds for Polinger for eight 
years and currently has five, 
three purchased at auction and 
two older homebreds, in his 
stable. 

"I think Stevie Wonderboy 
was still kind of unknown as a 
sire," said Keefe. "We knew a 
little bit about where she had 
come from through Linda. 
There's always a concern when 
we go to the sales, especially 
the 2-year-old sale, with how 
the horses are, how they have 
been treated, how they came 
out of the work, and other 


questions and Linda was able 
to fill us in on her background. 
And we liked the horse." 

But when Wonderful Se¬ 
cret, out of the Afleet mare 
Top Secret, was in the ring, the 
numbers on the board kept 
flashing higher than they had 
anticipated. 

"She looked at me and said 
'What do you think?"' Keefe 
recalled. "I don't how to put 
this so it comes out the right 
way, but I replied, 'Helen, you 
can't take it with you.' She's in 
her 80s and is not getting any 
younger and she absolutely 
loves the horses. She bid once 
more and that was the final 
bid so that's how we got her. 
We paid a little more than I 
thought Helen was going to, 
but she liked her." 

The hammer fell at $35,000 
and Wonderful Secret has re¬ 
warded the faith of her con¬ 
nections by bringing home 
$69,730 from three wins in 
seven starts. Her three victo¬ 
ries, all under Abel Castellano 
Jr., started with a maiden vic¬ 
tory in December at Laurel 
Park. But the trips to the win¬ 
ner's circle have been traveled 
on a rocky road. 

"We ran this filly as a 
2-year-old and she wasn't 
getting anywhere. She ran a 
couple of poor races for us," 


Keefe said. "She had string- 
halt, which is a ligament prob¬ 
lem and makes a horse carry a 
hind leg. For all those reasons, 
I told Helen she wasn't ready 
to go on." 

Keefe and Polinger gave 
Wonderful Secret the winter 
off, turned her out, and waited. 

Stringhalt, a spasmodic 
contraction of the lateral ex¬ 
tensor tendons of the hind 
legs, can take from three 
months to three years to re¬ 
cover from, if at all. Polinger is 
known for her patience and 
for being from the old school 
when it comes to a horse's care 
and welfare. Polinger took the 
filly home to the farm and 
turned her out. The stringhalt 
went away, but a hind-end 
problem sent her to New 
Bolton Center for treatment. 

"She came back last year 
and we worked her on the dirt 
several times and she worked 
dynamite, fantastic," said 
Keefe. "At the time she was 
ready to run at the Laurel fall 
meet, the only races we could 
get for her were on the turf. 
So we ran her a few times on 
the turf and she ran just fair, 
which was disappointing. So 
I told Helen maybe she's just 
not fond of turf. Finally we got 
our chance to run her on the 
dirt in a maiden special and 
she won by almost 9 lengths 
and paid $54. Then we ran her 
in an a-other-than allowance 
and she won that. Then we 
ran her in a two-other-than 
race and she won that." 

Wonderful Secret certain¬ 
ly has a distinct personality. 
Keefe said she's a real out- 
doorsy gal who hates to be 
confined to her stall. When she 
was, she pawed the ground so 
furiously that she wore out 
her front shoes. The solution 
was to let her hang out in a 
round pen at Laurel. 

"She has her breakfast 
there, she has her lunch, she 
eats her hay and spends most 
of her time outside," Keefe 
said. "She loves it." 

Polinger is thoroughly en¬ 
joying being back at the races 
with a filly who has put her 
back in the limelight. 

"I keep holding my breath," 
said Polinger, who converted 
her farm into Trotters Glen 
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Country Club but kept some 
barns, a paddock, her home, 
and 15 acres there. "I've really 
never not had Thoroughbreds 
and have always had a couple 
of mares here at the farm. They 


are in the line of The Very One, 
but they're not doing anything 
but eating grass. But I couldn't 
stand not having any horses 
here. I really love horses. I'm 
afraid it's a disease and once 


you've gotten it, you can nev¬ 
er really get rid of it. 

"My husband has been 
dead for over 35 years and it's 
been a big stretch in between 
(good horses). Now we are 


having a good time and an 
awful lot of fun with Wonder¬ 
ful Secret." ^

All’s Well That 
Starts Well

e're back! The Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland has officially 
re-entered the Thoroughbred 
breeding sector after being on 
a 30-year hiatus. 

An early morning foaling 
at the campus farm in College 
Park March 8 made it official. 
The 150-pound chestnut colt 
by Friesan Fire out of Daylight 
Lassie (by Seeking Daylight) 
arrived to the delight of eight 
astonished students and two 
relieved equine faculty mem¬ 
bers. Students had been camp¬ 
ing out for two nights prior to 
the birth in the tack room adja¬ 
cent to the mare's stall. Before 
that, they had been perform¬ 
ing daily checks of the mare's 
milk to help them determine 
when foal watch would be 
necessary. 

After the textbook foaling, 
focus quickly shifted from the 
mare to the newborn foal as 
students began health checks 
and imprinting. 

The foal known fondly as 
"Rebel" around the barn has 
brought a lot of joy and won¬ 
der to the campus located just 
10 miles from Washington, 
D.C. Within days, news of his 
birth spread and the media be¬ 
gan to call. 

A wonderful segment by 
Alex DeMetrick of WJZ Chan¬ 
nel 13 in Baltimore created 
quite a buzz about the colt. 


which led to crowds lining up 
along his paddock to watch 
him frolic, nurse and rest. 

Seven news stories in all 
have featured the colt and 
the renewed equine breeding 
program at the University 
of Maryland. Even though 
the promotion of the Equine 
Studies program and the 
Thoroughbred breeding in¬ 
dustry has been incredible, the 
hands-on learning opportuni¬ 
ties for the students have been 
paramount. 

At the time this article was 
written (in early April), eight 
more students in the Equine 
Reproduction class are per¬ 
forming daily checks of their 
assigned mare, Amazin, as 
the daughter of Conquista¬ 
dor Cielo approached her 
due date of a foal by Chero¬ 
kee's Boy. It looks like those 
students should start think¬ 
ing about rescheduling their 
weekend plans to make way 
for another exciting, yet tiring, 
foal watch. ^

Delaunay sweeps 
major sprint stakes 
at Fair Grounds 


Arriving at Fair Grounds 
last November, Delaunay took 
aim at the track's three major 
sprint stakes. The Tom Amoss 
trainee swept them all, wrap¬ 
ping it up with the $150,000 


Duncan F. Kenner March 9 for 
owner Maggi Moss. 

Leading at every call, the 
6-year-old son of Smoke Gla- 
cken recorded fractions of 
:21.68 and :44.48 before accel¬ 
erating into the stretch. He 
drew off to win by 4 Vi lengths, 
and stopped the clock in 
1:08.36-the fastest 6-furlong 
time of the meet and the fast¬ 
est at the distance since Moun¬ 
tain General's track record 
1:08.03 in 2002. "I'm not big 
on time," said Amoss. "I'll say 
this in defense of his time-he 
broke a little flat-footed today 
and that's not him. I think if he 
breaks on his toes today may¬ 


be it would've been a little bit 
quicker." 

Guided by Rosie Naprav- 
nik, who was also aboard for 
the Thanksgiving Handicap 
Nov. 22, Delaunay recorded 
his fifth consecutive win, all 
in stakes, and has won nine of 
his last 11, dating to March 3, 
2012, at Laurel Park.

—PHBA'S FOCUS ON— 

2013-2014 FISCAL YEAR BUDGET AND 
IMPACT TO THE RACING FUND 


PHBA Members, 

Governor Tom Corbett gave his proposed 
budget address on February 5th. 

The Governors proposed 2013-2014 fis¬ 
cal year budget seeks to transfer $31 million 
from the Race Horse Development Fund 
(Racing Fund) which includes $15 million 
to the General Fund and $16 million to oth¬ 
er programs. 

As PHBA Members are well aware, Gov¬ 
ernor Corbett proposed a much larger trans¬ 
fer from the Racing Fund last year (for the 
2012-2013 Budget). The states breeders, 
working with our Thoroughbred and Stan- 
dardbred colleagues, activated the Pennsylva¬ 
nia Equine Coalition to protect the Racing 
Fund. By working as a united industry, we 
were able to reduce the proposed cut to the 
Racing Fund from $72 million to $5 million. 
This was an important victory for the racing 
industry and showed how effective we are 
when all parties work together. 

Now, once again, we need to work as a 
united front to protect the racing industry 
and the many jobs and businesses that de¬ 
pend on the Racing Fund. 

It is important to note that while the 
proposed diversion of $31 million from the 
Racing Fund is less than was diverted in the 
2011-2012 fiscal budget ($48.2 million) and 
the 2012-2013 fiscal year ($54.2 million), it 
comes at a time when the industry is expe¬ 
riencing a decline in revenues going into the 
Racing Fund. 

Funding for the Racing Fund is based 
solely on gross terminal slot revenues of the 
states Category 1 casinos-a designation giv¬ 


en to six casinos which host racing. Fund¬ 
ing does not come from table games, nor is 
it based on slots revenues at non-racetrack 
casinos. The decline in money going to 
the Racing Fund is the result of increased 
competition with the opening of casinos in 
Ohio, New York, and Maryland-as well as 
the opening of an additional casino in Valley 
Forge, Pennsylvania. 

Furthermore, under the Rendell Ad¬ 
ministration, the racing industry agreed to a 
temporary transfer of money from the Rac¬ 
ing Fund to the General Fund to address the 
severe budget challenges from the recent 
recession. Over the course of the past four 
fiscal years, the racing industry has contrib¬ 
uted over $200 million to the General Fund. 
We are asking that policymakers keep their 
promise that the four-year diversion of fund¬ 
ing would end after this fiscal year and that 
monies would not be used for non-racing 
related programs. 

Last year we came together to protect the 
racing industry and now we need to work 
equally hard to ensure that racing and breed¬ 
ing can continue to grow. Please take a few 
minutes to write Governor Corbett and 
your Representative and Senator. Equally as 
important, please ask your employees, local 
farmers, vendors, blacksmiths, family mem¬ 
bers and friends to also send letters or call in 
support of our industry. 

If you are unsure who your State Rep¬ 
resentative and State Senator are, please visit 
www.legis.state.pa.us/. Go to the Who’s My 
Legislator? section of the site and enter your 
address. 
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The PHBA will work with its Co¬ 
alition partners to restore the Racing 
Fund and protect all the hardworking 
people in our industry. But at the same 
time, the vocal opposition of our col¬ 
lective members-individuals reaching 
out to their respective Legislators-is 
crucial to our success. 

Please call the PHBA office if you 
have any questions regarding the Gov¬ 
ernors Budget and what steps you can 
take to help our industry.

Talking Points 

Please consider the following points 
in your letters: 

• The Racing Fund is the result of 
our partnership with the gaming in¬ 
dustry. It is not a government subsidy. 
A major intent of the Legislature in le¬ 
galizing slots gaming was to revitalize 
the horseracing and breeding industry, 
which is why Act 71 is titled the ‘Race 
Horse Development and Gaming Act’. 

• Purse monies and breeding incen¬ 
tives derived from slots revenues were 
never intended as ‘public monies’.They 
were negotiated and agreed upon by 
track operators and horsemen’s orga¬ 
nizations and legislated only as a form 
of assurance for both parties to protect 
the fund and ensure the commitment 
of the track operators. 

• The Governor’s proposed $15 mil¬ 
lion transfer to the General Fund re¬ 
neges on an agreement that the trans¬ 
fer to the General Fund would expire 
(sunset) in June 2013. 

• Over 40,000 jobs were created 
since the passage of Act 71. In addition, 


horsemen have reinvested approximate¬ 
ly 89% of monies paid from the Racing 
Fund into their local economies. 

• Breeding a race horse is a long¬ 
term investment; it can be two to three 
years before there is any return on in¬ 
vestment. A predictable business envi¬ 
ronment is required in order to attract 
investment. If breeders do not see a se¬ 
cure Racing Fund, mares and stallions 
will move to neighboring states, result¬ 
ing in job losses and the closure of farms.

Athenia Stakes-G3 at Belmont 
and earned $134,670 for the year. 

Evans remains a major pres¬ 
ence as horses he bred continue to 
run at a high level. Dominus was 
named co-champion turf run¬ 
ner for a 4-year-old season that 
included a win in the $250,000 
Bernard Baruch Handicap-G2 at 
Saratoga. The son of Smart Strike 
and Cuando earned $206,388. 

Camp Victory’s only win of 
2012 was a big one, as the then 

5- year-old captured the $250,000 
Triple Bend Handicap-G1 at 
Hollywood Park. That victory 
and $210,000 in earnings were 
enough to secure co-champion 
turf honors for the Forest Camp 
gelding out of Victory Trick bred 
by Atkins Homes Inc.

Racing Commission looks 
at uniform medication rules 


T he Virginia Racing Com¬ 
mission (VRC) at its March 
meeting began consideration 
of a proposed uniform medica¬ 
tion program that resulted from 
meetings of regulators from eight 
Mid-Atlantic states earlier this 
year. The commission heard pre¬ 
sentations from Dr. Rich Harden, 
the VRC s medical director, and 
Dr. Nicholas Meittinis of the 
Maryland Vet Group LLC, that 
outlined the proposed rules. The 
VRC referred the matter to its 
Medication Committee. 

The proposed Mid-Atlantic 
program divides medications 
into two categories —Controlled 
Therapeutic Substances and 
Prohibited Substances. The for¬ 
mer limits trainers and veterinar¬ 
ians to 24 therapeutic medica¬ 
tions. Other therapeutic medica¬ 
tions are considered prohibited 
substances. 

The Controlled Therapeutic 
Substances are: acepromazine, 
betamethasone, butorphanol, 
clenbuterol, dantrolene, detomi- 
dine, dexamethasone, diclofenac, 
DMSO, firocoxib, flunixin, furo- 
semide, glycopyrrolate, ketopro- 
fen, lidocaine, mepivacaine, meth¬ 
ocarbamol methylprednisolone, 
omeprazole, phenylbutazone, 
prednisolone, procaine penicillin, 
triamcinolone and xylazine. 

The Virginia HBPA advised 
the VRC that while it strong¬ 
ly favored uniform rules, in the 
Mid-Atlantic and nationally, it 
opposed the rules in their current 
form because they appeared to be 
arbitrary and not in the best inter¬ 
ests of equine welfare. Specifically, 


25 therapeutic medications, long 
used in Virginia for their efficacy 
in treating horses, would become 
prohibited substances under the 
proposed program. Presumably 
their continued use would sub¬ 
ject trainers and veterinarians to 
severe penalties. 

Treating ulcers illustrates the 
point. Most Thoroughbred race¬ 
horses develop ulcers because of 
the stress of training and rac¬ 
ing. Treatment involves admin¬ 
istering anti-ulcer drugs every 
day for four weeks, followed 
by lesser maintenance dosing. 
Medication currently permit¬ 
ted in Virginia, and in virtually 
every racing jurisdiction, includes 
cimetidine (Tagamet), omepra¬ 
zole (Gastrogard), and ranitidine 
(Zantac). All three are beneficial 
to the horse and are on the 
Virginia Racing Commission’s 
list of 47 necessary therapeutic 
medications that may be lawfully 
used in the state. 

However, without explana¬ 
tion or justification, the proposed 
Mid-Atlantic uniform rules 
restrict treatment to omeprazole. 
Cimetidine and ranitidine are 
banned even though they are 
equally effective and less costly 
than omeprazole. Treatment with 
Gastrogard is a minimum $32 a 
day. Treatment with cimetidine 
or ranitidine is a little more than 
$2 a day. 

Atropine, commonly and law¬ 
fully used in Virginia to dilate 
the pupil of a horse s eye while 
treating injuries to it, is another 
example of a therapeutic medica¬ 
tion that is a prohibited substance 


under the Mid-Atlantic program. 
This has particular significance 
in Virginia because eye injuries 
are frequent at Colonial Downs. 
The type of gravel used in the 
track s turf course and bacteria in 
reclaimed water used to irrigate it 
often produce eye infections. 

Other examples of useful ther¬ 
apeutic medications permitted by 
the VRC, but banned under the 
proposal, include isoxsuprine and 
pentoxyphylline. Both are used 
to treat laminitis and navicular 
disease by increasing blood flow 
to a horse s feet. 

Putting aside whether it 
makes sense, and is in the horse s 
best interest, to ban half of 
Virginias commonly used thera¬ 
peutic medications, another part 
of the Mid-Atlantic proposal is 
equally troubling. It stems from 
the proposal to change with¬ 
drawal guidelines, meant to assist 
trainers and veterinarians, into 
rigid and punitive restrictive time 
frames unrelated to equine wel¬ 
fare. Under this proposal a trainer 
would be penalized if therapeutic 
medication was administered 
within a restricted pre-race time 
frame even if a post race test 
found the horse was free of 
impermissible medication. 

All stakeholders and regu¬ 
lators agree that on race day 
horses should be free from the 
effects of pre-race therapeutic 
substances, except for anti-bleed¬ 
ing medication. To achieve that 
result, post race threshold levels 
are set on science based informa¬ 
tion. Because concentrations at or 
below established thresholds have 


no pharmacological effect on a 
horse, and therefore do not affect 
performance, penalties are not 
imposed for post race test samples 
at or below threshold levels. 

Historically, withdrawal time 
guidelines have been tied to 
thresholds to provide recom¬ 
mendations to veterinarians and 
trainers on when pre-race day 
medication should cease in order 
to avoid post race overages. But 
all horses are different. The time 
it takes for medication to pass 
through a horses system varies 
based on individual idiosyncrasies 
including, among other things, 
age, sex, weight, training, level of 
fitness, and racing history. For that 
reason, withdrawal times have 
never been regarded as guaran¬ 
tees or absolutes. Rather, the final 
decision on administration time 
for an individual horse has always 
been left to the judgment of 
the treating veterinarian and the 
trainer based on their knowledge 
of that horse. 

The transformation of with¬ 
drawal guidelines into rigid time 
frames, on the other hand, makes 
no sense and serves no integ¬ 
rity purpose. It surely does not 
advance equine health and wel¬ 
fare by restricting a veterinarian s 
judgment and discretion. 

More importantly, the new 
rule loses sight of the key to rac- 
ings integrity in the medication 
context—post race sample thresh¬ 
olds to ensure that no horses 
performance was affected by pre¬ 
race medication.

to throw a Racing Form or cigar our 
way, but instead we received nods 
of approval. 

Was this blasphemy to include 
this fresh face in the company of 
such esteemed notables as A Huevo, 
Confucius Say and Russell Road? 

Apparently not. 

Lucy's Bob Boy a son of Flatter 
and the Not For Love mare Love for 
Lucy had been freshened following 
a rigorous 3-year-old campaign that 
ended with his coronation in 2012 
as our local Horse of the Year. His 


connections chose a conditioned 
allowance race on March 21 for 
their reigning king's comeback bid, 
and his performance once again 
left onlookers speechless. 

Breaking with his customary 
sense of urgency, Michael Furr's 
chestnut gelding rambled through 
an opening quarter of a mile in 
22.78 seconds while being pressed 
by speed merchant Paco Smart. 
Blistering a half in :45.86 en route 
to three-quarters in 1:10.34, LBB 
asserted his command as he 
eagerly pulled away from his 
competent rival Golden Set, who 
was edged for second in the final 
strides by Lively Reparations. Lucy's 
Bob Boy finished the 7 furlongs in a 
sprightly 1:23.34. His 11-length margin 
of victory was a testament in training 
acumen to Sandra Dono and her 
team at Barn 21. The April 17 foal 
was bred by Robert W. Furr. 

In 13 career starts Lucy's Bob Boy 
has 10 wins and has never been 
worse than second, with earnings of 
$439,810. 

Back-to-back Equibase Speed 
Ratings in the 100s left my associate 
flabbergasted and I thinking of the 
lofty company that he has so quickly 
realized.

However gallant A Huevo's Classic 
score was, racing purists will argue 
that it was his win in the Grade I 
Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash 
that defined his legacy

A champion can be 
characterized for his reputation 
on the racetrack, money won, 
outstanding performances or 
possibly longevity Confucius Say 
certainly ranks high on the lists in all 
of the above. The son of Eastover 
Court and the Feel the Power mare 
Mo Chun made more than $1 million 
during a career that spanned 2000 
to 2009 (with a three and a half-year 
gap in the middle). 

Back-to-back wins in the West 
Virginia Breeders Classic (2001,2002) 
and a repeat in 2007 helped the 
O'Sullivan Farms product attain 
hometown hero status. It didn't hurt 
that his owner Randy Funkhouser 
and trainer George Yetsook enjoyed 
the spirit of competition and 
occasionally challenged the stable 
star to venture beyond the state 
and to face non-restricted company. 

A third in the 2001 Virginia Derby 
at Colonial Downs and a win in the 
2002 Red Dog Stakes at Delaware 
Park were just a few of his finest 
moments. Yetsook and his wife, Sylvia, 
are given the lion's share of the 
credit for this competitor's 19 career 
wins. 

Funkhouser, current president 
of the Charles Town HBPA, raced 
this magnificent specimen and 
continues to push for the enrichment 
of the local breeding industry.

One of my all-time favorite horses 
since arriving at Charles Town in 
the late 1990s is the dependable 
Russell Road.The son of Wheaton 
and the Verification mare Roberta 
Grump has won 24 of 39 starts for 
owner Mark Russell and embodies 
why owners, trainers, jockeys and 
breeders are captivated by this 
business. 

Adroit at distances of 41/2 furlongs 
to 114 miles, the muscular chestnut 
has pocketed $1,396,003 while 
registering wins in the 2009 and 2011 
editions of the West Virginia Breeders 
Classic and 16 other stakes. Robert 
Lloyd is his breeder. 

Surely there have been many 
worthy candidates who could have 
been mentioned here and I don't 
proclaim myself as lord and master 
of the local turfdom. It is merely a 
subjective rendering by a man who 
loves horses, especially those who 
give everything they possess for our 
entertainment pleasure.

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Remembering Tommy Smith and 
steeplechase legend Jay Trump.

Crompton “Tommy” Smith Jr., a steeple¬ 
chase jockey and trainer who transformed 
Jay Trump from a failed flat horse into 
a steeplechase star on both sides of the 
Atlantic Ocean, died Tuesday, March 5, in 
Baltimore. The Mid-Atlantic horseman was 
74. 

His passing evoked memories of the 
horse with whom he always will be associ¬ 
ated, Jay Trump. Slow and unreliable on the 
flat, a cheap reject on the leaky-roof circuit, 
Jay Trump was meant to be a hunter but 
became one of the greatest timber horses of 
all time. 

Tommy Smith’s grandfather, Virginia 
sportsman Harry Worcester Smith, and his 
father, Crompton Smith Sr., were noted 
amateur jockeys in their eras, and the 
younger Smith followed in their footsteps. 
He attended Taft School and dropped out of 
Princeton University to pursue his amateur 
steeplechase career. 

He rode sparingly—his sanctioned 
career amounted to slightly more than 100 
races—but he frequently won the races that 
mattered most. His first major victory was 
in the 1959 Maryland Hunt Cup when he 
rode H. Robertson Fenwick’s Fluctuate to a 
two-length score. Fluctuate won the follow¬ 
ing year with Mikey Smithwick aboard, but 
Smith came back to win the 1961 Hunt Cup 
on Simple Samson. 

In 1960, Smith’s godmother, Cincinnati 
horsewoman Mary C. Stephenson, asked 
him to find a suitable horse for hunting. 

For $2,000, Smith found Jay Trump, an ob¬ 
scurely bred gelding who had failed on the 
flat at Charles Town Races and Shenandoah 
Downs. 

Regarded as a rogue, Jay Trump became 
more tractable as Smith rode him on the 
hunting field, and he made his debut with 
a win in the 1962 Western Run Plate at the 
Grand National meet in Butler, Md. He 
subsequently won the Radnor Hunt Cup. 

Jay Trump and Smith began 1963 with a 
second-place finish to Janon Fisher’s Moun¬ 


tain Dew in the Grand National and then 
won the Hunt Cup by four lengths over 
Mountain Dew a week later. On firm turf, 
Jay Trump established a Hunt Cup record of 
8:42 1/5 for its four miles. 

The following year, Smith rode Jay Trump 
to a sweep of the Maryland timber classics, 
winning the My Lady’s Manor and Grand 
National before an easy victory over Moun¬ 
tain Dew in the Hunt Cup. 

The Stateside triumphs warranted a 
trip to England for the Grand National at 
Aintree, and both Jay Trump and Smith pre¬ 
pared for the race of a lifetime under Fred 
Winter, the legendary steeplechase jockey 


The Virginia Gold Cup, one of the major 
stops on the National Steeplechase Associa¬ 
tion’s spring schedule, will offer pari-mutuel 
wagering for the first time.

and trainer. Although slow away from the 
tape because he did not like the crowded 
company of 46 other starters, Jay Trump 
took the inside route, sailed through the last 
fence, and held off favored Freddie to win 
by three-quarters of a length. 

In 1966, Jay Trump and Smith resumed 
their Maryland timber exploits with a 
second victory in the My Lady’s Manor, a 
second-place finish to Mountain Dew in 
the Grand National, and an eight-length 
win over his main rival in the Hunt Cup. 

Jay Trump, inducted into the Racing Hall 
of Fame in 1971. He died in 1988 and is 
buried at the Kentucky Horse Park.

The National Steeplechase Association 
Board of Directors has adopted the recom¬ 
mendations of the Steeplechase Safety Task 
Force, which was formed in December 
and charged with developing strategies to 
enhance safety within the sport. 

Chairing the Task Force was R. Reyn¬ 
olds Cowles, D.V.M., and serving on the 
task force were, in alphabetical order: Sean 
Clancy, former champion jockey and a 
horse owner; Kate Dalton, president of the 
Steeplechase Owners and Trainers Associa¬ 
tion and an owner-trainer; NS A Director of 
Racing Bill Gallo Jr.; Dwight Hall, chairman 
of the Stewards Advisory Committee; Guy J. 
Torsilieri, NSA president; Richard Valentine, 
a leading trainer and a board member of the 
National Steeplechase Foundation; current 
jockey Robert Walsh; NSA Safety Advisor 
Barry Watson; Nathaniel White, D.V.M., 
professor of surgery at the Marion duPont 
Scott Equine Medical Center; and Donald 
Yovanovich, an NSA board member and 
chairman of the Race Chairman’s Com¬ 
mittee. Don Clippinger, NSA director of 
communications, served as the Safety Task 
Force’s secretary. 

Over several meetings, the Safety Task 
Force evaluated risk factors within the sport 
and developed recommendations for ad¬ 
dressing those risks. The recommendations 
were approved at the NSA board’s meeting 
in Herndon, Va., on Jan. 25. They are: 

A Stewards Watch List shall be created to 
identity horses that may be subject to falls 
or other accidents. The behaviors subject to 
the Stewards Watch List include, but are not 
limited to, falls, lost riders, unruly behavior 
in the paddock, poor jumping, and rank or 
uncontrollable running style. 

All maiden hurdle and maiden timber 
races shall be limited to ten starters. Races 
for three-year-olds also shall be limited to 
ten starters. The field limits for all other 


races will be determined by the NSA Safety 
Advisor. 

Horses on the Stewards Watch List shall 
not be ridden by an apprentice jockey. A 
non-winning apprentice jockey shall not 
be named to ride a horse that has failed 
to complete three races to the stewards’ 
satisfaction. 

A Mortality Review Committee shall be 
established under the direction of the Stew¬ 
ards Advisory Committee. The membership 
of the Mortality Review Committee shall in¬ 
clude: stewards, representatives of the Stew¬ 
ards Advisory Committee, and consulting 
veterinarians, among others. The Mortality 
Review Committee will gather all informa¬ 
tion related to each fatality, maintain data 
on fatalities, and report its findings and 
conclusions regularly to the NSA Board of 
Directors. 

The presiding steward of each race meet 
will be responsible for following The Jockey 
Chib’s model protocol for investigating and 
reporting racing fatalities. Information to 
be reported to the Mortality Review Com¬ 
mittee are: official chart of the race; past 
performances; location of injury (course); 
location of injury (horse); description 
of the injury; statement of the jockey; 
statement of the trainer; statement from 
other parties involved in or observing the 
incident; statement of the attending veteri¬ 
narian; veterinary and training records for 


The Board of Directors of the North 
American Point-to-Point Association 
(NAPPA) announced that it is joining forces 
with the National Steeplechase Foundation 
(NSF). 

NSF has accepted a gift of the assets of 
NAPPA and has agreed on a best-efforts ba¬ 


the preceding three months; and results of 
necropsy, if available. 

The presiding steward of each race meet 
shall review each race involving a fall, lost 
rider, injury, or any other event that alters 
the course of the race. The presiding stew¬ 
ard shall interview the horse’s jockey and 
trainer to determine causation. Participa¬ 
tion in the interviews is mandatory for all 
licensees. Content of the interviews shall 
remain confidential with the Stewards Advi¬ 
sory Committee. 

Standardized veterinary protocols devel¬ 
oped by the NSA’s ad hoc veterinary group 
shall be fully utilized by all race meets and 
their veterinarians. Among the standards 
are: prerace inspections, on-course cover¬ 
age, and post-race care. The Veterinary List 
and Data Sheet shall be submitted promptly 
to the Marion duPont Scott Equine 
Medical Center. Data also shall be provided 
promptly to The Jockey Club Equine Injury 
Database on appropriate forms. 

Racecourse moisture and compaction 
shall be assessed and recorded by a designee 
of the race meet on the day of the race. The 
data shall be submitted to the NSA Safety 
Advisor and correlated with injury data. 

The NSA Safety Advisor shall assess safety 
aspects of individual racecourses annually 
and submit recommendations to the NSA’s 
Stewards Advisory Committee.

Looking Back 




10years ago 

I Coming in off his fifth 
leading trainer title in 
Maryland in six years (and 
sixth overall) and ranked in the 
top six nationally by wins in 
2001 and 2002, Dale Capuano 
was featured on the cover 
of Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred , 
with a story by Bill Heller that 
explained Capuano’s work 
ethic, family dynamics and 
success. 

“I don’t know anybody 
who has the work ethic Dale 
does,” said brother Gary, also 
a successful trainer who had 
crafted the classic campaign of 
Captain Bodgitin 1997. “Even 
growing up as a teenager with 
my father, he was the first 
one up in the morning. On 
the weekends, he was at the 
track. Morning and night. And 
he still is. I couldn’t keep up 
widi him. I don’t know many 
people who can. He checks 
every horse every day. And his 
memory is unbelievable.” 

Capuano’s stable of 
between 60 to 100 horses was 
made up primarily of horses 
purchased for modest prices 
or claimers, plus a few bred 
by clients or in his own name. 
The latter included Capuano’s 
own modestly bred runner, 
Private Slip, a multiple stakes 
winner still racing that year 
at 9 and an earner of nearly 
$550,000. 

I Long-prominent Penn¬ 
sylvania horsewoman Jill 
Fanning, 7 5, succumbed in 
March following a long illness. 

With her husband P.F.N. 
“Phil” Fanning, she bred and 
raised horses at their Ivy Dell 
Stud in Unionville. “She was a 
trainer with few peers when it 
came to timber racing,” wrote 
Joe Clancy. “Her horses won 
four Maryland Hunt Cups, 
seven New Jersey Hunt Cups 
and three Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cups.” Among her best was 
three-time Maryland Hunt 
Cup winner Cancottage (GB),

who raced for her mother, 

Mrs. Miles Valentine. 

I Two of the region’s most 
important stallions over the 
previous two decades died in 
late March. 

Leaving lasting legacies 
were Smarten, 27, a Maryland- 
bred son of Cyane who stood 
his entire career in Chesapeake 
City, Md. (19 seasons at 
Windfields and Northview 
Stallion Station before being 
pensioned in 1999), and 
Virginia-bred Shelter Half, 28, 
longtime resident of Glade 
Valley Farm near Frederick, 
Md. (21 seasons). 

Smarten was one of die 
top 3-year-olds in 1979 when 
die Ryeliill Farm-bred, over 
the course of three months, 
won six consecutive stakes, 
four of them Derbies - the 
Illinois, Pennsylvania, Ohio 


and American. Described by 
his trainer, Hall of Famer 
Woody Stephens as “a tough 
sucker,” Smarten retired hav¬ 
ing earned $716,426. He went 
on to sire nearly 50 stakes win¬ 
ners and a host of wonderful 
producing daughters, the most 
prominent champion Classy ’n 
Smart, the dam of leading sire 
Smart Strike and champion 
Dance Smartly. 

Shelter Half, a son of 
Tentam bred by the estate of 
Christopher T. Chenery, was a 
high-class sprinter before retir¬ 
ing to Glade Valley Farm. He 
counted among his more than 
20 stakes winners the mare In 
the Curl, a winner of 10 stakes 
and a placer in 23 others while 
earning $749,891. At the time 
of his death, Shelter Half 
daughters had produced the 
likes of $891,500-earner Royal

Haven and $724,532-earner 
Weather Vane. 

25years ago 

M The only two foals bred 
by Bob Quinichett from his 
small broodmare band in 1985 
finished first and second in the 
Moccasin Stakes at Pimlico in 
March 1988. He still owned 
the winner, Willa On the 
Move, and had sold second- 
place finisher Empress Tigere 
as a 2-year-old in training. That 
filly raced for Eugene Ford. 

When Quinichett retired 
from the business world in 
1983 after selling his computer 
company, he shifted the focus 
on his racing hobby. He had 
first taken an interest a few 
years earlier, and among his 
first investments was a yearling 
filly he named Singing Susan. 
Purchased in 1981, she became 
a multiple stakes winner at 2 
and was sold for a reported 
$900,000 that fall. Quinichett 
and his wife, Lorraine, also 
campaigned stakes winners 
Avenging Storm and Wiliamae 
early on, the latter one of their 
few broodmares. The first 
foal for Wiliam ae, a daughter 
of Tentam, was Willa On the 
Move. 

i( We try to keep die horses 
in perspective,” said Quini¬ 
chett. “We don’t consider 
ourselves large breeders; five 
or six mares is our limit. Usually 
we keep about half of what 
they produce, and sell half.” 

Quinichett had sold 
Willamae at the 1985 
Keeneland November the 
year she produced Willa On 
the Move. Warner L. Jones 
paid $210,000, but the mare 
returned to the auction ring 
in the Jones dispersal two 
years later, with Quinichett 
buying her back for $105,000, 
plus purchasing her weanling 
Dixieland Band colt for 
$62,000. He planned to sell the 
colt at the summer select sales. 

Although listed as sold for 
$145,000 at Saratoga, the colt,

Citidancer, made his first startfor 
the Quinichetts at Laurel in 
February 1989, winning by 12 
lengths. Barry Irwin and Jeff 
Siegel's Clover Racing Stable pur¬ 
chased the chestnutfor $400,000 
immediately following the race. 

I The final foal by the world’s 
greatest stallion, Northern 
Dancer, was born on March 
25 at Walmac International in 
Kentucky. Out of Gleaming 
Smile, an unraced half-sister to 
champion Our Mims and 
leading sire Alydar, die bay 
colt was bred by Executive 
Bloodstock and R.D. Hubbard. 

Named II Corsaro, the colt sold 
for $700,000 at the Keeneland July 
yearling sale. Never raced, he retired 
to stud in Argentina and sired two 
group winners . 

I A breeder’s nightmare-a 
van carrying three mares from 
Allaire duPont’s Woodstock 
Farm in Maryland to Kentucky 
was involved in a traffic 
accident. The young mare 
Cantam (by Tentam), who had 
foaled that year by Deputy 
Minister, was euthanized 
because of her injuries. The 
other two mares, half-sisters 
Fair Rosalind and Thirty Flags, 
escaped unharmed. 

Woodstock’s standard prac¬ 
tice of leaving the foals at the 
farm with nurse mares kept 
the foals safe. Fair Rosalind 
had a Storm Bird colt that 
spring, Thirty Flags an Alydar 
filly. 

Thirty Flags, whose oldest 
foal was 2 at the time, and whose 


yearling was future stakes winner 
Manlove, would go on to produce 
eight more foals, including stakes 
winners Byars and Dixie Flag, the 
latter a three-time graded stakes 
winner of $556,384. Fair Rosalind 
was already a stakes producer, her 
daughter Betty Lobelia having won 
the Grade 3 Miss Grillo Stakes for 
2-year-oldfillies the year before. The 
mare's yearling filly in 1988 was 
future Maryland-bred champion, 
graded stakes winner and graded 
stakes producer Crowned. 

I John E. Owens Ill’s Little 
Bold John became the newest 
millionaire from the region 
when he captured the Jennings 
Handicap on April 1. He was 
the fourth Maryland-bred to 
reach the milestone, joining 
Broad Brush, Dave’s Friend 
and Jameela. A winner of 
15 stakes, the 6-year-old had 
total earnings of $1,029,042, 
and was still going strong. “It 
took him five seasons to get 
his first million, but I won’t 
be surprised if he earns his 
second million this year,” said 
jockey Donnie Miller Jr. “He’s 
that good right now.” 

Little Bold John came close to a 
second million by the time he retired 
in 1992. Racing through age 10, he 
banked $1,956,406. 

50years ago 

I The favorite and previous 
year’s winner, Mountain 
Dew, ran a game race in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup, but 
couldn’t hold off blossoming 
star Jay Trump, who carried 
Crompton “Tommy” Smith 
to victory by 4 lengths. 

Racing over “ground as hard 
as concrete,” Mrs. Mary 
C. Stephenson’s 6-year-old 
Jay Trump, trained by H. 
Robertson Fenwick, shattered 
the course record, jumping 
22 fences and covering 4 miles 
in 8:42y5. 

I With very little promotion, 
a late April tour of 14 
Maryland farms drew an 
estimated 12,000 people from 
in and around Maryland.

track, and held in conjunction 
with the Maryland Derby at 
Laurel, the tour far surpassed 
what was expected. Nearly 
half the visitors swarmed 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm. Farm man¬ 
ager Harold Ferguson antici¬ 
pated a handful of visitors 
and eventually called police 
for assistance. “The traffic 
was so badly snarled, nobody 
could move. It took one of 
my friends 40 minutes to drive 
to St. John’s Church-about a 
mile away,” said Ferguson. 

Betty Shea Miller at 
Merryland Farm thought she 
and her staff were ready: “We 
put 36 Cokes on ice, and 1,500 
people showed up. We didn’t 
bother to take the Cokes out 
of the refrigerator.” 

Allaire duPont entertained 
500 at Woodstock Farm near 
Chesapeake City, with the star 
of the festivities being Kelso, 
who was led from his stall 
repeatedly during the after¬ 
noon. Pistorio Farm in Ellicott 
City and Glenangus Farm and 
Country Life Farm in Harford 
County each reported 2,000 
guests. 

“The crowd at Sagamore 
was nearly half as large as the 
paid attendance at Baltimore 
Stadium for the baseball game 


between the first-place Orioles 
and the Angels,” reported Joe 
Kelly of The Washington Star. 

I A local historian was trying 
to determine if the indoor 
training track at Bowling 
Brook Farm in Middleburg, 
Md., was die first of its kind in 
the country. 

Bowling Brook was 
founded in 1878 (when the 
training track was built) by 
R. Wyndham Walden, and at 
the time consisted of more 
than 1,000 acres. The trainer 
of seven winners of the 
Preakness, five consecutively, 
during the latter part of the 
19th century, Walden was in 
charge of the powerful Morris 
and Lonllard stables. “He 
was undoubtedly die most 
celebrated trainer of his day, 
and certainly one of the most 
outstanding in history,” wrote 
Joe Hickey Jr. 

Following Walden’s deadi 
in 1905, his son Robert con¬ 
tinued to run Bowling Brook 
until he died in 1951. Trainer 
Henry Clark moved into the 
farm in 1958. 

The farm was bustling, 
for in addition to the training 
division, nearly 40 mares were 
in residence and five stallions 
stood at the farm, including 
Sun Bahram and Nade.
